PLETHORA OF GOLD. 
IN UNOLE SAM'S QUARTERS. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

WASHINGTON, July 4.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.j One of the most striking 
features of the annual financial state- 
ment of the Unked States Treasury is 
the tremendous increase in the volume 
in gold certificates within the past five 
years, and as well the increase in the 
volume of gold itself in the treasury 
vaults. At the close of the fiscal year, 
June 30, 1898, the amount of gold cer- 
tificates outstanding was only $37,420,- 
149. The succeeding twelve months 
brought a slight decrease, the total on 
June 30, 1898, being $34,297,829. By March 
14, 1900, when t Liwision of Issue 
and Redemption established by the 
financial act, the Volume of gold cer- 
tificates had increased to $212,879,779, 
notwithtstanding the gold reserve in 
the meantime had been reised from 
$100,000,000 to $150,000,000. On June 1), 
1900, certificates outstanding had in- 
creased to y and in the next 
twelve months to $289,483,789, a gain of 
$61,686,610. In the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1902, the increase was $57,098,300, and 
in the year just closed there was a fur- 
ther gain of $62,527,780, the amount out- 
standing on Tuesday last reaching the 
total of $409,100,869, and the month be- 
fore, prior to gold shipments, was even 
$4,100,000 higher. 

The increase in the volume of gold is 
even more marked. On June BW, 1898, 
the total gold in the treasury, includ- 
ing $37,000,000, pledged for the redemp- 
tien of gold certificates, and the $1090, 
000,000 gold reserve, aggregate only 
$202,299.817. On the same date in 1899, it 
had increased to $270.149,487, and by 
June 30, 1900, the gold reserve in the 
meantime being raised to $150,000,000, 
to $421,15),781. 

There was a further increase of 3/2,- 
072.994 in the succeeding twelve 
months, and a gain of $45,672,- 
687 in the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1002, while in the year just closed 
72.742.526 was eadded to the total, the 
aggregate on Tuesday Standing $631,- 
639,898, which exceeds by far the gold 
holdings of any other nation. The gov-

LONDON, July 4.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.]| The American Society in London 
celebrated Independence Day as usual 
tonight by a dinner at which about 500 

were present. Among the 
guests were Ambassador Choate, Sena- 
tor Depew. the Greek and Cuban Min- 
isters, and the Duke of Newcastle. 
Justice Sir William Grantham, propos- 
ing the health o Ambassador Choate, 
said Mr. Choate was regarded here as 
an Englishman. In replying to the 
toast, the Ambassador denied the im- 
peachment, saying: 

“I cannet claim or admit that I have 
become an Englishman. If it is so I 
am an Englishman of the sevyeteenth 
century with all the modern improve- 
ments, which go to an American of to- 
day. 

Referring to the Amegican eagle, he 
said the British lion had tried him 
twice, and had found his indigestibie. 

Mr. Choate struck a serious note in 
the course of hig speech by declaring 
that all the talk of Anglo-American 
unity ought to be more than talk, and 
he advocated the erection of a statue 
of Washington in London, for the mu- 
tual admiration of both countries. 
~"It is bard to say,’ continued the 
Ambassador, “for which country Wash- 
ington did most. I also want to see a 
statue of the great Queen Victoria in 
Washington. At a critical moment she 
absolutely saved us from a conflict 
with Europe.” 

In this way, he said, he hoped that 
an Anglo-American compact wil) be 
sealed. ‘ 

He called the attention of the Amer- 
ican visitors to the historic asgocia- 
tions connected with London churches, 
and certain institutions, and offered to 
show them the sights. 

Senator Depew, who spoke in a hu- 
morous vein, suggested the erection of 
a statue in London to Monroe, and said 
he felt quite at home in London now.

Ambassador Jusserand then made a 
speech, paying eloquent tribute to the 
Americans of the early days.

Congress had 
decided that an appeal should be made 
to the foreign nations for an alliance. 
Amid the silence of nations one voice, 
he said, was heard to gay’ “‘Adsum"’—the 
voice of France. 

He concluded as follows: ‘“‘The nation 

whose life began 127 years ago has be- 
come an immense one, and eyes are 
more and more fixed upon her. On the 
day we now commemorate (in a cere- 
mony to which I am beyond words 
proud to be associated) your ancestors 
bestowed upon you gifts and framed 
for you duties. They bestowed upon 
you that peerless gift-—liberty; they 
left for you rules of life, obligations and 
responsibilities which will become more 
and more binding as you become more 
and more .powerful. These duties we 
have in common with you. Endowed 
with institutions similar to yours, pur- 
sulng similar aimé, we intend to vie 
with you no longer on the battlefield, in 
view of a Mberty which has been won 
forever, but in constant attempts io 
improve the condition of the many, to 
spread the spirit of brotherhood be- 
tween men and between nations; to re- 
main, in a word, true to the principles 
proclaimed in your revolution and in 
ours.

The Mysterious Poisoning of 
Joe Monto. 


Was Fatal Drug in Candy or in 
Glass of Beer? 


Rwerside DMan Picked up on a 
Los cAngeles Street in 
Theroes of Death. 


Joe Montijo, 26 years of age, living In 
Fast Riverside, died at the Receiving 
Hospita) at 6 o'clock yesterday evening 
from poisoning, but whether the fatal 
drug was taken with suicidal intent or 
was administered with devilish artifice 
by a murderer has not been deter- 
mined. 

Montijo, who is a well-dressed young 
man evidently not a common laborer, 
was seen shortly before § o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon by Patrolman Baker 
moving with stiff jerks of his arms end 
legs. He was walking on the west side 
of Alameda street just north of Aliso. 
Baker was approaching him. 

Montijo threw up his hands convul- 
sively and hitched his legs forward as 
though he were peralyzed. Baker 
asked Montijo what ailed him, and the 
Mexican replied: “I have been poi- 
soned.”’ 

Baker thought that Montijo’s peculiar 
actions could be explained by tow much 
liquor, and he said: “Haven't you been 
drinking?" 

“I drank a glass of beer, but I can't 
think where. I felt that I was poisoned 
after I had taken the beer. wet me a 


| glass of water,” he groaned, “a glass 
of water.” 
The patrolman, however, knowing 


that the sufferer sh have no water 
in case he was poisoned, telephoned for 
the patrol wagon. 

As he was lying on the ground Mon- 
tijo sas seized with the terrible con- 
vulsion: which follow .strichnine pol- 

soning. On the way Ath Police Sta- 
ition the spasms inc 

“I am afraid I am going to die before 
1 reach there,” he was to mur- 
mur. 

Fifteen minutes after hin arrival at 
the Receiving Hospital Monttfo was 
dead. 

In one of his pockets was found a 
partly empty box of candy. This has 
not been analysed. 

Montijo evidently had not been drink- 
ing. as he had no appearance of in- 
toxication. Unile@s the candy contains 
poison none was found on him. 

If Montijo committed suicide it was 
a most remarkable case. His state- 
ment to Baker indicates almost beyond 
a doubt that he did not take the polson 
knowingly. 

Tf the candy contains poison the beer 
may have dissolved it, as he felt the 
first pangs after drinking. If the candy 
is free from any drug, the infefence is 


thet the deadly potion was in the beer.. 


Efforts were made by the police last 
night to find out where Montijo had 
bought the beer, and if be had any cOm- 
panions, but unsuccessfully.

NUNS ON TRIAL. 


Accused of Cruelly Punishing Girls 
Under Their Care—Some of the Sis- 
ters Hooted in the Street. 

PARIS, July 4.—{Exclusitve Dis- 

DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
patch.] One of the most sensational 
trials in the recent annals of the 
French courts is one in which the Sis- 
ters of the Convent of Our Lady of 
Citarity in Tours are charged with ill 
treating girl pupils. 

The abuse is sald to have gone on for 
a long time, the girls, many of them 
orphans, er very poor, belng afrald to 
tell of it. But at last some complained 
to thelr parents, and the affair was 
finally brought into the courts. 

The w who is prifictipally im- 
plicated is ter Resa, whom girls 
niéknamed “Mother Hit Hard,” and 
“The Terror.” 

Pupiis testified in court that one mode 
of punishment was a cold douche ap- 
plied, whether the offender was wel! 
or ill. One girl refused to eat a plate 
of lentils, and after it had been thrown 
into the slons, she was fereéd, witness 
swore, to fish it out and eat it. 

Another, having been seized with 
epilepsy, is said to have been clapped 
into a strait-jacket, and thrown into 
a deserted corridor. - 

One of the standing punishments, it 
appears from the evidence, Was to put 
a girl in a strait-jacket, and  ex- 
hibit her to hef compafiions while they 
* orked. 

Another, pupils testified, was to de- 
prive a child of food, and then to make 
her drag herself on her knées around 
the long refectory, where the girls ate, 
begging a crust of bread from them. 
As the supply of food of each was 
scanty, her round of begging some- 
times resulted In very little. 

The Sisters protested against such 
testimony, pranouncing calumny, 
and quoting from letters their puplls 
had written home. ‘ 

Then testimony was introduced to 
show that girls had been forced by the 
Sisters, under pain of punishment, t 
write those letters. 

As two of the nuns left the court the 
second day of the trial, one of them 
being Sister Rosa, they were hooted in 
the @treet.

For every dollar of actual money in 
the vault of a national bank there isa 
credit bility of four dollars, the 
national banking act requiring the 
bank to keep a reserve of only 2% per 
cent. against its deposits. As a general 
rule, taking banks and trust compa- 
nies together, for every fifteen dollars 
of money in Wall street there is out- 
standing one hundred dollars of credit. 


MONEY MARKET A CREDIT MAR- 


The money market, therefore, is a 
credit market. It is a place where cred- 
its are bought and sold. A bank prac- 
tically buys the little-known credit of 
merchants and other business men anda 
then selis—at a higher rate—its wel)- 
known credit to others. It is impossi- 
ble to put into a few sentences the 
subtieties of this great subject of 
credit which has been the theme of 
many ponderous volumes, and yet «a 
correct understanding of 
matter is necessa to a true compre- 
hension of the ali-street system. 
Perhaps I may be able briefly to give 
some idea of it. Business is simply an 
exchange of commodities. One 
has bread but wants a coat; 
wants bread but has a coat; they ex- 
change the bread for the coat, That is 
what we are all doing In the world all 
the time. We are exchanging one thing 
of value for another thing of value. 
Now the money market facilitates these 
exchanges. For instance, it enables the 
farmer of Nebraska to sell his corn in 
Chicago and the merchant mm Chicago 
to sell his dry goods to the farmer in 
Nebraska. Here has been an exchange 
of food for clothing, though the farmer 
and the merchant have not come into 
personal contact. The ex has 
been made possible, in a way, 
invention of maney. which has estab- 
lished a standard or measure of value, 
so that it is possible for so many bush- 
els of corn to be exchanged on an 
equitable basis for so many of 
cloth. But here again there has been 
another short cut and elimination of 
time and waste. It was discovered to 
be too burdensome that there should 
be an actual payment of money in ev- 
ery such exchange. Commerce would 
be impossible on any large scale if a 
shipment of gold had to be made in 
every transaction. Inland trade would 
impossible if legal tenders had 

in every traneac- 
So by a natural evolution 
currency system was evolved. 
Checks and drafts on banks 
the place of money in domestic 
transactions, and bills of exchange in 
forfign commerce, and no better sys- 
tem could bave. been evolved for the 
conduct of business, 

Now the total of checks and billie is 
always greater than the volume of 
money and the excess represents the 
volume of credit. Credit economises the 
use of money and vastly expands the 
volume of business. As Daniel Web- 
ster sald, “Commerce could not exist 
without it. as it is the vital air of the 
whole system.” 

The money market, as has already 
been said, concerns itself in the pur- 
chase and sale of credits. Wherever 
there is a bank there is a money mar- 
ket, but Wall street is the greatest 
money market of the Western Hemis- 
phere. and, with the exception of Lon- 
Gon, the greatest {In the world. 

THE 


I have said there fs the most intimate 
association between the money market 
and the stock market. That follows as 
& matter of course. The purchase and 
sale of stocks is carried on by means 
of cred the same as al! other branches 

business. A merchant always does 

& business in excess of his cash capital. 
This is because he is able to borrow 
from the banks the money—or, to use 
& better phrase, to buy the credit—re- 
quired te conduct his business. With a 
cash capital of, say, $10,000, he may per-

haps carry a line of 
000, until he can ys sale 


so ordinary that it hag become a com- 
monpiace of business familiar to all, 
is exactly the system by which Wal! 
etreet carries on its transactions in 
stocks. The great bulk of these trans- 
actions are the result of a eimilar use 
of credit. 
STOCK SPHCULATION, 

The trader or merchant in stocks, 
like the merchant or trader in mer- 
chandise, must have his cash capita). 
which, in the language of Wal! street. 
is called his “margin.” If he has $10,000 
he may buy outright just $16,000 worth 
of stock, but if he wishes to enlarge his 
operations he can put up his $10,000 
as margin and buy in $100, of stocks, 
borrowing from his broker the extra 
$90,000 needed, until he can effect a sale. 
“when, of course, he pays back the joan. 
Now that is what is called “specula- 
tion; but it will be observed that in 

and substance it is exactly the 
Same as the mercantile transaction 
which is described as “trade.” There is 
nO essential difference in the two op- 
erations, and it is difficult to see how 
one can be denounced as wicked and 
dangerous and the other commended as 
legitimate and benficent. If all bust- 
ness were restricted to an actual cash 
basis the volume would be so reduced 
as to produce the direst disaster and 
suffering to the country. 

Let us look a little more closely into 
this relationship between the stock 
market and the money market. The 
speculator in stocks deposits a marzin 
of 10 per cent. with his broker, who 
buys the stocks, paying for them in 
full. This he is able to do partly by 
means of his own capital, but mostly 
by means of loans obtained from the 
bank, the stocks purchased being de- 
posited as security for the loan. The 
bank usually demands a margin from 
the broker of 20 per cent.—that is to 
say, it will loan an amount that ie 2 
per cent. less than the market value of 
the securities deposited as collateral. 
Now on .@ stock transaction of 1000 
shares bought at par, or $100 a share. 
agaregating $100.000 «sare of the 


purchaser, the broker and the bank 
would be something like this: 
Goo. éve $ 10,000 
Bank eeeee eee eee eee eee ee eee 89.009 
Total ee eee eee ee eee $100,090 


It does not follow that every trans- 
action exactly follows these proportions. 
but this gives a fairly accugate idea of 
the close relations of the two markets. 
The banks supply the bulk of the cre‘t! 
required to carry on the vast trans- 
actions of the Stock Exchange. 

It will be noted right here that while 
the volume of credit vastly exceeds the 
amount of money, it corresponds 
closely to the actual products of the 
country. Every dollar of credit etands 
for one dollar of wealth in wheat or 
fron or some other commodity, or in 
securities. When there is any inflation 
it is usually in the prices of the com- 
modity and not primarily in the output 
of credit. 

INTHBREST RATES AND STOCKS. 

It follows that when from any cause 
there is a shortage of credit the stock 
market suffers. The prices of securities, 
therefore, are not always governed by 
their actual values as measured by the 
earnings of the companies that issue 
them, but at times by the rates of inter- 
est—the price of credit. Hence it fol- 
lows that as a general rule stocks de- 
cline when interest rates advance. 
While this does not always follow, it 
is manifestly difficult to carry On an 
active campaign in etocks at a 
when there is a stringency in money. 
Last fall an attempt to do thi tery 
thing resulted in logs io the specula- 
tors who tried it. 

It may be thought that 1 bank takes 
great risk when it makes loans On se 
curities that are traded in in a mer- 
curial stock market. But it should be 
remembered that it protects itself by 
a large margin. usually 2 per cént.. 
and it is rare that any stock declines 
as much as that in one day. Then the 
conservative banker loans only on such 
securities as have a constantly ready 
market. Moreover he usually demands a 
diversity of securities in the collaterai 
for a loan. He will not have all! his eggs 
put in one basket. He demands, for in- 
stance, that a certain large proportion 
collateral shall be stocks and 
of a standard character for 
which there is always a market. 

“CALL” LOANS, 

Then the bulk of the bank loans are 
On call—that is to say, the loans are 
subject to repayment on demand by the 
bank at any time. Practically, cail 
loans @re one-day loans—that is to say, 
if the money is borrowed today it is 
not subject to cal] until tomorrow, and 
if not called before 1 p.m. the loan gces 
ovr until another day. By keeping ihe 
bu. Kk of ite loans on call the bank is in 
& position to call in its outstanding 
credit in a few hours. The rate for cal! 
loans is established in the Stock Ex- 
change, where there is a regular place 
where such loans are made. The banks 
euthorize H. P. Frothingham, or some 
other leading money broker, to loan so 
many hundreds of thousands, and some- 
times millions of dollars, in the ex- 
change. The brokers bid for the money 
the same as they would for stock. It 
is a regular auction. The highest bidder 
get» the money. If there is an active 
demand, the rate advances, and when 
all are satisfied the rate falls. Many 
loans are also made by direct applica- 
tion to the bank, but the market rate 
is established in the exchange. 

The banks also make time loans, and 
most brokers seek to establish a part 
of their credit on the time basis, £0 
as not to,be under the peril of having 
all their loans called at one time. Time 
loans are made for so many days, as, 
for inetance, for thirty, sixty or ninety 
days, the rates for such accommo- 
dation are, except under extraordinary 
conditions, higher than the call rate. 

Now it must not be supposed that all 
that the money market does is to sup- 
Ply the credit facilities for stock spec- 
ulation. It does that, but much more. 
The outstanding loans of the ciearing- 
house banks, as this is written, amount 
to $915,000,000. Perhaps one-third of this 
represents purely speculative stock 
transactions, and the remainder the re- 
quirements of corporations and mer- 
chants. But millions of dollars are 
loaned by trust companies, private 
bankers and individu that do not 
appear in this total; des, there is at 
times heavy lending in Wall street by 
BDuropean capitalists. Then, in the past 
three or four years, oy a 
significant development in the shape of 
direct loans tn Wall street by Western 
banks and trust companies. Only the 
other day a big Chicago trust company 
loaneg two or three million dollars in 
the Stock Exchange. The West has 
grown so rich that it is no longer a 
mere debtor to the East, but has be- 
come a factor in the Wall street money 
market, while many of its rich men

John’s Day, and the early practice of 
bathing has now become a universal 
practice among the Mexicans. 

Some people rise at.4 o'clock tn the 
morning and go to thé pubiie baths. 
At that early hour, the owners of the 
great Alberca Pane and Pefion baths 
had their places decorated with bunt- 
ing and flowers, including the fragrant 
San Juan flower, and bands com- 
menced to play as soon as the first 
bathers appeared. Unfortunately, the 
bathing was not confined to pure wa- 
ter, but thousands thronged the pulque 
shops and cantinas and took interior 
baths. As a rule, it always rains on 
St. John’s Day in Mexico, and last 
Wednesday was not an exception. The 
rainy day in this country used to 
commence regularly on that day, the 
24th of June, as though ordered for the 
occasion. But during the past ten 
years the seasons have been changing 
and this year the rains menced 
earlier than ever in the “History of 
Mexico on Thursday the llth of this 
month. ‘ 

June, which is the month of the Sa- 
cred Heart, in the Catholic Church, 
has another Rreat religious feast day, 
the 29th (this yearpf today. It is the 
feast dey of the Apostles St. Peter and 
St. Paul, and is the feast day of all 
persons who bear the names of Peter 
and Paul. The archbishop presides to- 
day at the solemn service tn the cathe- 
dral. Today the raing are expected 
with unusual violence and as on St. 
John's Day, the boys are out in uni- 
form, a custom carried over from the 
Dia de San Juan. 

As I have stated in former letters, 
the administration of the Federal dis- 
trict will undergo radical change on 
July ist, next Wednesday.

The heavy rains have seriously inter- 
fered with the construction work on 
the Mexican National Haliroad, which 
is trying to complete ite broad-cane 
connections by Beptember 16. They also 
hold back work on the Mexican “en- 
tral anu other roads and have seriously 
retarded the malls and the passenger 
traffic by reason of washouts. An im- 
portant duty in weather forecasts .is 
made by the Central Meterological Ob- 
servatory at this capital. This ineti- 
tution as founded in the year 1877 by 
General Vicente Riva Palacio, then 
Minister of Encouragement, during the 
first term of President Dias.

2 meters, Was se- 
cured by the government in the Neuva 
Colonia de la Paz, a new tract of res- 
idential land being laid out in the wes- 
tern port of the capital. In this 
space oy buildings of the ob- 
eervatory will be erected. They will 
be ready for occupancy by next year. 

The lack of lator alwrve been a 
handicap to agricultural development 
in the Repubiic of Mexico. Yet, the 
peon who twenty ag earned 
twenty-five cents per day, and “found

and have his hut or house, and in 
many places a doctor free, medicines 
free, and many other things free which 
he used to pay for. Therefore the !m- 
portation of foreign labor is commenc- 
ing to meet a great need. The Italians 
in Puebla, the French in Vera Crwuz, 
the Mormons in Chihuahua. the Chi- 
nese In Yucatan and the Japonese in 
Chiapas, are meeting with ready work 
and plenty of it. The influx of the yel- 
low men into this country is not al- 
together a blessing, though exception 
must be had of the Japanese. Aside 
from the admitted consancuinity be- 
tween the Mexicans and the Japanese, 
there are points of affinity between 
the races. On the other hand condi- 
tions are reversed in Japan. While 
Mexico is seeking labor to work out 
ite agricultural salvation, labor super- 
abounds in the island of Japan: tn fact, 
they are falling over each other to 
leave their country and get to fields 
where they can get better than the 
wages they now receive. Mexico and 
Jaran have studied each other for some 
years past, and the Japanese govern- 
ment has taken careful stepe to sat- 
isfy itself that Mexico i« a proper 
place upon which to pour its excess of 
nooulation. Mexico also welcomes the 
industrious, frugal and clean little 
people of Japan. 

The recent heavy hatistorms in the 
States of Mexico, Hidalgo, Puebla and 
Tiaxcala have caused jarce loss tn the 
corn eran of thoee fotr centre! States 
of the Mexican plateau. In the great 
Xico lands, to the southeast of this city, 
the hail destroyed fourteen square 
kilometers of crops. a loss ca‘culated 
im 29909090. The “ermere in the 
Valley have had to raise the of 
corn one peso per carga with still up- 
ward tendency. 


The Mexican Central is spending a 
good-sized fortune on new rolling 
stock. Since the first of this year they 
have purchased from the American 
Locomotive Works ninety locomotives, 
the latest order for which was made 
this week, In the shape of thirty-seven 
consolidated, six mogul passenger en- 
gines, and five switching locomotives. 
The new engines ordered by the Mexi- 
can Central are models of strength, 
grace and beauty. The passenger en- 
gines will be of a speedy 
and long-wind type. and will be 
kept busy upon the splendid through- 
train service the road. 

Hon. Leopoldo Pigout, the Consul- 
General of Ecuador, has just received 
letters from Quito, stating that rail- 
road construction is very active in the 
republic of Ecuador. r 4000 men 
are engaged on the line from Guayaqufl 
to Quito, and most of the force is 
at work on the Cotopax! division. 
Some of the most remarkable work 
ever done in railroad bullding tn South 
America is now being carried  for- 
ward along the slopes af Cotopaxi, the 
loftiest active volcano In the world, 
and located about fifty miles south 
of the equator. Humboldt gives its 
height at 18,880 feet above sea level, 
while Reiss, the first man to it, 
gave it a height of 19,500 feet.” The 
upper portion of Cotopaxi is a perfect 
cone of 4400 feet, perpetually mantied 
in unmelting snow. grades that 
are being effected over the sides of 
the great mountain are marvels of 
civil engineering. The Ecuadorian Min- 
ister of Finance,. Lizardo Garcia, who 
is now in Europe, is there to obtain 
money for railroad construction, and 
as soon as he returns to Ecuador there

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A WORD AS TO VACATIONS. 


they are utilized. As a matter of fact, there is a 
good deal of humbug about vacations. Fasiions and fads 
have come to have too much part in them. The proper 
purpose of a vacation is recreation—recreation in the 


absence, but with change of occupation. A change of 
environment is a great aid to a change of occupation. 
For this reason the practice of leaving the office, the store, 
the school, the factory or the shop for the beach or the 
mountains is an excellent one. But it is important that 
the place should suit the person. It is foolish, for ex- 
ample, for the man who josties with other men every 
day in business and is worn and torn by contact with 
them, to go to some seaside hotel or watering place, 
where he will continue to be in contact with other men 
of affairs, and from sheer force of habit will continue 
to “talk business.” The place for him is @ “lodge in 
some vast wilderness’—some place in the mountains 
where he can commune only with nature and a few 
friends. Let him take a few good books along, ii he love 
to read, and thus divert his mind from business cares. 
He will be the better off if he is out of reach of the 
telegraph or the telephone. Then let him give himself 
up to real rest, This rest will include, if he has neglected 
systematic, daily physical exercise at home, a moderate 
amount of mountain climbing, horseback riding or such 
other similar exercise as he may enjoy. He must not. 
however, think that he can take a sufficient amount of 
this exercise in the two weeks at his command (to meet 
the demand of nature as an offset for utter neglect dur-

of mental recreation. There is, however, apother ciass of 
persons who may find healthful recreation in a different | 
sort of environment. These are those woh work in 
elose quarters, amid monotonous surroundings, 2nd are 
thrown im comtact with few people—men who work in 
shops or factortes, whose eceupation is physieal rather 
than mental. They also have need of a change, but they 
are more likely to find their best recreation where, dur- 
imz much of the time at least, they will be thrown in 
contact with men and women, where they can have their 
minds ewakened, their wits aroused, and their soc'al 
natures cultivated. The panacea for their ills is not to 
be found in idleness—though physica! rest be eszential— 
but in healthful mental exercise. 

The foregoing are general considerations to be taken 
into account in connection with the vacation. Individ- 
ual cases, however, must have individual treaiment. 
The day of the doctor who prescribes the same treat- 
ment to all patients who happen to have the same 
disease is past. The skilled practitioner of today studies 
the history, the temperament, and all the peculiarities of 
each individual patient, and determines his treatment 
accordingly. So the remedy for physical or mental ex- 
haustion must be selected with reference to the individ- 
ual.

The Czar a Gentleman 


Some of the best descriptions I have heard of the Czar 
have been from members of his court here at St. Peters- 
surg, men who know him intimately and who are 
closely associated with him day after day. The best ex- 
pression of bis character seems to be that he is a Rus- 
sian gentieman. He is without ostentation. He has 
none of the airs and bluster of the Kaiser. He is a hard 
worker, but he lacks the spectacular strenuousness of 
our President. He is noted for bis kindness to his ser- 
vants, bis retiring disposition, and his jove for his people. 

The Czar avoids crowds and pomp of al! kind. and pre- 
fers to live in the country. He has three palaces near 
St. Petersburg, where he spends most of his time with 
his family. These are Tzarskoe Selo, Gatschina and Pe- 
terbof. He has also a country home in the Crimea. and 
other paces near here in addition to great palaces at the 
capital and in Moscow. Wherever he is. his work is 
brought to him. He receives his ministers at his resi- 
dence, and with them goes over matters of state. He 
keeps a close watch of the empire, and in a general way 
has a large part io its direction. : 


A Family Mah. 


Nicholas I! is a good husband and a loving father. He 
would be called a good family man anywhere. His wife 
is with him the greater part of the day and evening. 
She sits in his room while be works, and at his request 
often stays there when he has important caliers. 

When Her Majesty was quite ill, some years ago, the 
Czar epent most of his time at her bedside, and as she 
got better he transacted much of his business there. He

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His Majesty usually rises at 8 o'clock, and at 9 takes 
tea with the Empress. A half hour later he goes to his 
study to read the newspapers, and at 11 is ready to re- 
ceive his ministers and attend to his correspondence. 
He has luncheon a little after noon, and at its close 
usually takes a drive with the Empress. Upon his re- 
turn he goes to work, and sticks ‘at it for the most of 
the day. He dines at 8, and spends the evening with 
his family. 


Four Children, All Girk 


The Czar has four children, and much to the regret of 
his subjects, they are all girls. According to the law 
which now prevails as to the Russian succession. the 
ruler of the Empire must be a man, and if the Bmperor 
should die without a son, his eldest brother, the Grand 
Duke Michael, who is now twenty-one, would be his suc- 
cessor. 


It is said that the Czarina feels terribly becanse she 
has no boy, and al! sorts of stories are given as a catise 
of this calamity. One of the strangest is that it comes 
irom a curse which a Greek priest uttered against her 
shortly after she ascended the throne. According to the 
Russian law, the royal family must worship after the 
religion of the Greek Church. The Czar is really the 
head of the church, and after her marriage, the Empress 
began the study of the religion with the intent to adopt 
it. This priest was her instructor, and he seems to have 
been an egotistical fellow. At any rate, he became very 
angry one day when Her Majesty, whe had grown tired 
of his instruction, told him that he might leave, as she 
knew as much about the Greek religion as be did. He 
went, but as he did so, he prophesied, saying that Her 
Majesty would have seven daughters, but never a son. 
This prophecy has gotten about over Russia, and as the 
“nasses believe whet the priests say, they fear it may 
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come true. “At any rate Her Majesty has had four girls 
and never a son. 

The four daughters of the Czar range in years from 
eight to two. Olga was born In 1895, Tatiana in 1897, 
Marie in 1899, and Anastasia in 1901, 


The Empress @ Russia. 


One hears a great deal of gossip here about the Em- 
press of Russia. Some of the people like her very much, 
and some the contrary. * As far as I can judge, she is a 
charming woman. She is, you know, the granddaughter 
of Queen Victoria, her mother having been the Princess 
Alice, who was the most attractive of Victoria's daugh- 
ters. She is the daughter of the Grand Duke of Hesse, 
and ag such has German blood In her veins. 

The Czarina is several inches taller than the Czar. 
She is very beautiful and stately, but rather reserved in 
her manner. She has a fair complexion, dark grayish- 
blue eyes and regular features. There is a small mole 
at the corner of her mouth, but this rather adds to her 
beauty. She has a low, sweet voice, and sings beauti- 
fully. 

The Czarina is well educated. She speaks French, 
English, German and Italian, and since her marriage has 
learned the Russian. She has some artistic talent, and, 
not strange in a German girl_she knows considerable 
about cooking and household affairs. Before her mar- 
riage she was comparatively poor, and now, as the wife 
of the richest monarch of the world, she prefers to live 
simply. She does not like the splendor of the court, and 
would rather be in the country with her family than in 
the great winter palace at St. Petersburg. 


The Czar and the United States. 


I am told that the Czar is very friendly to America I 
was here ten years ago during the great famine when we 
sent vast sums to Russia. The Russians gave many 
times as much themselves, and the distribution of the 
funds was under the charge of the present Czar, who 
was then Crown Prince. The Czar came ia contact with 
the members of our Red Cross Society and to them he 
spoke again and again of the kindness of America to 
Russia. He remembers that kindness today, and fre- 
quently expresses his sentiment. No‘! long ago he said: 

“The friendly feeling which exists between Russia and 
America is genuine, and I trust it will endure forever.” 

At another time he spoke of what Russia had done 
for the United States during our Civil war, saying that 
his father had informed him of the cordiality which 
existed between the . countries at that time. The Czar 
now uses American plows, reapers and mowers on his 
vast estate, and other things being equal, he would 
rather patronize America than any country of Europe. 


The Richest Man of the World. 


And this leads me to the vast possessions owned by 
His Majesty. He is by far the richest man in the whole 
world, Carnegie and Rockefeller not excepted. You know 
how much a 640-acre farm is? The Czar has enough land 
of his own to make a milion such farms. The Russian 
crown owns one million square miles of forests and culti- 
vated lands, an area equal to one-third of the United 
States without Alaska and our outlying colonies. He has 
in addition mines in Siberia which produce a vast reve- 
nue, and bonds and stocks and golf gelore. Indeed, 
no one knows what his revenue is. The crown domains 
are considered the private property of the imperia) fam- 
ly, and there are millions coming from them which 
never get into the public reports. He has also vast 
amounts of jewels and other treasures, so that it is im- 
possible to estimate his wealth. 


The Czar’s father was a careful business man. He 
watched the income and the outgo, and cut down the 
expenses of the estate, which had been extravacant. 
When he came to the throne he personally overhauled 
the accounts of the imperial household, and after a few 
days’ study reduced the ordinary expenses of the court to 
an amount of $125,000 a year. He then cut down the im- 
perial stables, and looked into the management of his 
palaces. 

In the Winter Palace there had been a magnificent 
Persian carpet, which he had especially admired. as a 
Prince. Shortly after his accession ‘he noticed that this 
had disappeared. He esked about it, and was told it 
had been sent out to be cleaned. He ordered it brought 
back at once, but the days passed and it did pot appear. 
He then looked into the matter and found that the of- 
ficers of the household had ordered that the entire palace 
be refurnished, and the valuable carpets and other things 
had been disposed of without an accounting. The result 
was a wholesale dismissal of officials, and the revocation 
of the unnecessary contracts. 


The Homes of the Czar. 


The Czar's palaces are worth looking at. There is 
nothing like them upon earth. Tzarskoe Selo, where His 
Majesty spends much 6f his time, has floors of ebony 
and mother of pearl, and walls inlaid with malachite 
and lapis lazuli. There is a room in it inlaid with tor- 
toise shell; another walled with bamboo, and many 
apartments hung with gobelin tapestries. It has a ball- 
room which covers more than half an acre, floored with 
wooden mosaic; a Chinese room furnished in teak wood; 
a Japanese room, and other conceits. 


This building is situated In a park of 2000 acres, in 
which there are eighteen miles of drives and walks. This 
palace was built by Catherine the Great. one of the most 
extravagant as well as one of the greatest of Russian 
rulers. When the bui!dings were first constructed, she 
ordered some of them covered with gold leaf. and as the 
story goes, it took $900,000 worth of precious metal to 
gild them. After a while, owing to the dampness of 
the climate, the gold began to peel. Catherine then pro- 
posed to cover it with paint, whereupon some speculators 
offered her $250,000 for the privilege of scraping off the 
gold. 

“I am not quite so bard up.” said the old Empress, 


“as to have to sell my old clothes to keep myself going.” 
And she sent them away and painted the gold. 


In the Winter Palace. 


Another grand palace ts that of Peterhof, on the Gulf 
of Finland, and another is the Winter Palace at St. 
Petersburg. 

I went through the Winter Palace the other day. It is 
situated on the banks of the Neva River, running along 
them for about three American city blocks. It is, I be- 
lieve, the largest palace of the world. It is of four 
stories, and covers as much ground as the Capitol at 
Washington. It has about fifteen acres of floor space 
on its different stories, and if you will imagine a fifteen- 
acre field divided up into rooms, some big enough to 
hold an ordinary palace, and others as sma!! and cosy as 
any in your own house, you may have some idea of this 
structure. The color of the building is a rich old red. 
It was painted last year, and it took tons of paint to 
cover it. 

The interior of the palace is more like a museum or an 
art gallery than a home. I was an hour walking through 
its principal rooms. I had to show my passport and 
apply for a card of admission before I could enter, and 
one of the servants went with me, @®scribing the won- 
ders In Russian. I bowed my head, aithough I did not 
understand, and relied on my eyes alone for information. 

I could see, however, that the palace is grand beyond 
description. It has acres of mosaic floors as smooth as a 
piano, and sv waxed that you can see yourself in them. 
The rooms are walled with satins and silks matching the 
furniture, and they contain works of art from all parts 
of the world. Some of the ceilings are upheld by 
Corinthian columns plated with gold, and the walls of 
some of the rooms are covered with gold leaf. There are 
chandeliers of crystal, and in the museums gold plate of 
great value. There are miles of paintings, numerous 
ftatues, inlaid tables and other things of artistic merit. 

With all this, the palace is far from comfortable. The 
most of it is barniike to an extreme, and I do not won- 
der that the Czar is glad to get out of it afd away 
from the ghosts of its past, 


Some Russian Rulers. 


Indeed, the modern rulers of Russia are a refreshing 
change from their ancestors. The grandfather of Nich- 
olas was the most advanced monarch of his time, and 
his great-crandfather, Alexander I, introduced western 
civilization into Russia. Alexander II freed forty-odd 
million Russian serfs, and had he not been assassinated 
Russia would be a constitutional monarchy today. I 
learned much about Alexander III during my stay in St. 
Petersburg, ten years ago, when he was still on the 
throne. He was an idea! ruler, as simple as the present 
Czar, and just as fond of his family. He did what he 
could for his people, notwithstanding he was daily in 
danger of assassination, 

The old Czars were cruel to @n extreme. Take Ivan 
the Terrible, who built many of the finest churches. 
He became Emperot at the age of thirteen. One of his 
amusements was fastening his enemies between boards 
and sawing them in two from head to foot. He had a 
festive way of inclosing a man in a bear skin and sick- 
Ing the hounds on him, and other royal amusements 
which were rather hard on his subjects. 

One of the most beautiful churches of the world was 
built by Ivan. It is that of St. Basil at Moscow, a mass 
of onion-shaped domes and other conceits. The architect 
was an Italian. When it was completed the Emperor 
asked him if he could make another like it. He replied 
that he could, whereupon Ivan ordered his eyes to be put 
out in order that no one else might have a palace like 
him. 

Another rare bird was Peter the Great. He did a ir 
for Russia, but it was in his own way. He built this city 
of St. Petersburg, founding it upon a swamp, because he 
said that he wanted a window where he could look out 
upon Europe. He went to England to learn shipbuilding, 
intending to found a navy. While in London he visited 
the court and saw there the lawyers, with their wigs. He 
asked what those curious men might be, and was told. 

“Lawyers, are they?” was his reply. “Why, I have only

This Czar killed his own son, and divorced his wife. 
He then married a peasant girl, who ruled in his place 
after his death.

TWO SCHOOLS OF FENCING. 

In the July Pearson's, Mr. Fred Gilbert Blakeslee, late 
swordmaster in the First Regiment, C. N. G., has an 
article on the art of fencing which will be of particular 
interest at this time, from the fact that President Roose- 
velt has now ¢aken up this sport. 

Mr. Blakeslee says: “Both the Italian and the French 
schools divide the body into inside and outside, and hich 
and low lines, an inside line being one to the left of the 
blade, an outside line one to the right of it, a high line, 
one above the hand, and a low line one below it. 

The Italians attack in four lines, quarte (high inside: ) 
tierce (high outside;) septime (low inside.) and seconde 
(low outside.) The French use these lines, and four 
others, which are really subdivisions of ¢hem, and which 
they call “prime,” “sixte,” “quinte,” and “octave.” All 
attacks, no matter how complicated, must eventually 
come in on one of these lines. 

For each attack there is a simple and a counter-parry. 
Thus the swordsman has always the choice of two meth- 
ods in parrying. He may turn his opponent's blade aside 
in the line In which the attack is delivered by means of 
a simple parry, or he may circle round it and carry it off 
in the line from which the attack began, by means of a 
counter-parry. After each parry a fencer always deliv- 
ers a return thrust termed a riposte, with which he en- 
deavors to hit his adversary before he can resume his 
guard.

At Cheitenham, Md., fourtean miles southeast of 
Washington at Baldwin, Kan.; at Sitka, Alaska; on 
Oahu Island, Hawaii, and on Vieques Ieland, east af 
Porto Rico, the stefions have been established under 
the direction of Prof. O. H. Tittman, superintendent of 
thé coast and geodetic survey. Floating observatories 
will supplement the work noon the great oceans and 
the gulf. Only one iIn-titution of the class of the land 
obeervatories—that of the Belgian government—exists 
In the world.

The or- 
dinary materials on the market, such as mineral wool, 
could noi be used, because containing particles of metal, 


which might attract the magnetic needles a hairbreadth 
or less. Dried sawdust was decided on and was packed 
beoween partitions surrounding the instrument-rooms. 

Indeed, it was a tedious task to design these stations. 


In the first place red brick could not be used for the 


foundations because it contains some iron, and 
would attract the magnots.

Finally a non-magnetic marble was obtained for ¢he 


Maryland station and other satisfactory material for 
the others. The Alaskan observatory was set upon 
posts of charred wood coated with tar and grave! and 
planted in cement. The bodies of the buildings were 
built of wood, but ordinary nails could not be used be- 
cause magnetic. Hence wooden pegs were subsituted 
where possible and elsewhere copper nalls were driven.

‘States. He is a friend of Mr. Booker Washington, and 
has largely influenced the development of the work at 
Tuskegee and Hampton. He knows President Roosevelt 
well, and he is credited, in some quarters, with having 
brought the President and Mr. Washington together at 
the famous dinner at the White House.

‘ WHO WROTE THE “MARSEILLAISE? 

It is known that the “Marseillaise’’ was sung at Stras- 
burg in 1792, probably for the first time, by Rouget de 
Lisle, a young French officer who was quartered at the 
house of the Mayor, and it has generally been supposed 
that the song was his own composition. 

There have been many other claimants for the honor 
of the authorship of the “Marseillaise.” The first was 
Alexander Bouchet, a violinist. He proved to be a liar. 
In 1864 the composition was attributed to an obscure 
artist named Navoigilie. A relative of Rouget de Lisle 
by means of unanswerable documents, forced a public 
retraction. The claims of many others, including sev- 
eral German musicians, have similarly been proved 
worthless. 

Now the citizens of Fontenay-sous-Bois assert that one 
Dalayzac, a composer of that town, who died in 1809, 
wrote at least the music, if not the words of the im- 
mortal song. They have selected a committee to erect

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‘HOUSEKEEPING FOR THE KING. 


THOSE WHO ARE RESPONSIBLE, THEIR DUTIES 
AND SALARIES. 


[Pearson's Weekly:] Tbe usual dinner hour at Buck- 
ingham Palace is 8:30 p.m., but the regulation of His 
Majesty’s bousehold requires that the table must be laid 
for dinner an hour before that time. 

The laying of the table is intrusted to two table deck- 
ers, who perform this office at a salary of £200 per’an- 
num each, but ¢he chief butler is responsible for the 
work being properly done, and in exact accord with His 
Majesty's wishes. 

King Edward has a dislike to orchids on the dinner 
table, and not long since some very exquisite specimens 
of these blooms appeared at the royal table. On the fol- 
lowing day the chief butler had a most uncomfortable 
few minutes of it In his royal master’s presence, who al- 
ways makes it a point to speak on euch matters to the 
person in his household who is directly responsible. 

One of the principal duties of the chief butler, who, by 
the way, gets a salary of £600 per annum, |s to look after 
the wine department of the royal household. 

The present chief butler is a celebrated judge of cham- 
pagne and claret, the former being perhaps the most 
difficult of all wines upon which to pronounce a correct 
judgment. 

The King, though a moderate drinker, is certainly one 
of ¢he best judges of champagne, his favorite wine, in 
Hurope, and has, * is well known, a high opinion of his 
chief butler’s taste in this matter. 

The clerk of the kitchen is a very important personage 
in the royal household, for he it is who presides over 
the department which does prac‘ically all the solid cater- 
ing for the King. 

This department is divided into two different sections, 
the business side, where the accounts of the kitchen are 
kept; and what may be called the practical department, 
that attends to the ordering of the meat for the royal 
table. The clerk of the kitchen has to pass every article 
of food weight and quality. When any article of food has 
been passed, a check is made ow and given to a clerk, 
who enters at once in a book a description of the article, 
the time it arrived, and the amount to be paid for it. Se 
accurately are the royal kitchen accounts kept that the 
exact cost of every dinnher can be estimated quite easily. 

Having passed the clerk of the kitchen, the food next 
finds it way into ¢he hands of the head chef, who has a 
salary of £700 per annum, and 4s one of the be-t cooks in 
the world, though, like all great culinary artists, he ic 
somewhat prone to regard waste as a trivial matter, pro- 
vided a dinner is properly cooked. 

On this point, however, the clerk of ¢he kitchen takes a 
different view, which occasionally leads to disputes that, 
however, are usually amicably settled by the clerk get- 
ting his way, for it is well known that the King has 
no sympathy with waste or extravagance in his house- 
hold. 

The head chef has four apprentices and several assist- 
ants, whilet the clerk of the kitchen is allowed four 
clerks for keeping the accounts, and two messengera 

The confectionery department is one quite distinct 
from the kitchen. 

It ts conducted by two officials, each at a salary of £30 
per annum, with some female assistants, who also assis! 
in the coffee room, which is looked after by two other 
female officials. 

The bills for the royal household are settled once a 
month in mest instances. After having been initiated by 
the heads of the various departments with whom they 
are connected, they come finally before the Lord Cham- 
berlain, the keeper of His Majesty's privy purse, who 
signs the checks in paymem of all such accounta 

The head of His Majesty's household is nominally the 
Lord High Steward, who has a salary of £2000 per an- 
num, but the office is really a sinecure, the rea] respon- 
sible head of the royal household being the master of the 
household. 

This official resides now permanently at the Palace, 
and receives a salary of £1158 per annum, a eum that cer- 
tainly cannot be sald to be excessive when his varied 
duties are taken into account and the great responsfbi!- 
ity they entail. He it is who must settle all disputes 
that may arise from time to time in various quarters of 
the household, make preparations for ¢he guests, keep 
His Majesty posted in all minute matters connected with 
the general management of affairs, and dismiss and en- 
gage all the servants. 

This article would hardly be complete without men- 
tion of the master of the ceremonies, an official who 
receives £500 per annum, and who is a perfect mine of 
information on points of state etiquette and precedence. 
His duty is to marsha! into the royal presence ambassa- 
dors and other personages of high state, and the slight- 
est error in the performance of this duty might give the 
most dire offence to a foreign power. 

It‘ requires many years of experience and minute al- 
tention to state etiquette before a person can be qualified 
to osurev this post in His Majesty’s household, 


REMARKABLE BALLOON TRIP. 
A balloon, with aeronaut Melandri and three other 
‘passengers, has just accomplished an all-night voyage 
of-450 miles, having left Paris at 5 o'clock on Saturday 
evening, and having descended at Arles, in the South 
of France, after breakfast yesterday. 

The travelers attained an altitude of 9000 feet, where 
they encountered a wind that blew them along at sixty 
miles an hour, end a temperature that sent their ther- 
mometer down to 5 deg.

Already, Prof. Ruhmer has succeeded in telephoning 
distinctly over a distance of nearly ten miles, and, with 
‘the apparatus which he is rapidly perfecting, he expects 
to accomplish even greater things. 

The method employed is briefly this: The current 
produced in the microphone circuit of an ordinary tele- 
phene transmitter is led into the current feeding an arc 
lamp. These varying currents produce a corresponding 
variation in the temperature of the arc and, conse- 
quently, alter the volume of the lamp fame. While these 
variations are so slight that they cannot be detected ty 
the naked eye, stil) they have been photographically re- 
corded by the kinematograph. The light from the arc 
lamp is thrown in parallel beams by means of a big para- 
bolic reflector upon a cel] of selenium at a distant point. 
For this purpose the arc lamp and the reflector of a 
searchlight are found to answer best. At the receiving 
station there is another parabolic reflector, which, like 
that at the transmitting end, can be turned in any di- 
rection. In the center, or what is termed the optical axis 
of the receiving reflector, is placed a cylindrical cel) of 
‘selenium which, in turn, is conneeted with a battery and 
two telephone receivers. The rays thus received act upon 
the selenium, which is very sensitive to the mast delicate 
variations of light, and, under this influence, its electrical 
resistance alters, and a constantly changing current 
passes over the telephone circuit to the receivers of the 
telephone. In this way the speech at the sending sta- 
tion is transmitted to the receiving station, where the 
variable light waves are changed into sound waves and 
speech reproduced. 

Wireless telephony is not a novelty in either principle 
or experimental] performance; but far practical applica- 
tion on a promising commercia)] basis, the palm must go 
to Prof. Ruhmer. 
rightful claim to original achievement along this line, 
and to the wneselfish work of Prof. Alexander Graham 
Bel] Prof. Ruhmer is greatly indebted today, and he has 
acknowledged it. 


Experiments by Prof. Bell. 


A little of this history is pertinent. In October of 1880, 
Prof. Bel] made public the results of his labors in pro- 
ducing and reproducing sound by light. He called his in- 
strument the photophone; and his accomplishments, 
while stopping upon the threshold of practical useful- 
ness, were quite astounding, and blazed the way for the 
investigators that have since pursued the subject. Some 
brief resume of Prof. Bell's work should properly premise 
a full description of Prof. Ruhmer's later attainments. 
In short, the discovery of a means of transmitting 
speech without wires was an incident in Prof. Bell's in- 
vestigations of the properties of that remarkable mater- 
jal known as selenium. In a recent interview, Prof. Bell! 
said, “My lectures of 1880 and 1881 preity thoroughly 
cover the scope and results of my origina! research along 
this line, so let us start at the beginning.” 

“IT shall first describe that remarkable substance ‘sele- 
nium.” In the year 1817, Berzelius and Gottlieb Gahn 
made an examination of the method of preparing sulphu- 
ric acid in use at Gripsholm. During the course of this 
examination they observed in the acid a sediment of @ 
partly reddish, partly clear brown color, which, under 
the action of a blow-pipe gave out a peculiar odor, like 
that attributed by Klaproth to tellurium. As tellurium 
Was a substance of extreme rarity, Berzelius attempted 
its production from this deposit, but he was unable after 
many experiments to obtain further indications of its 
presence. He found plentiful signs of sulphur mixed 
with mercury, copper, tin, zinc, iron, arsenic, and lead, 
but no trace of tellurium. It was not in the nature of 
Berzelius to be disheartened by this result. In science 
every failure advances the boundary of knowledge as wel] 
@s every success; and Berzelius felt that if the charac- 
teristic odor that had been observed did not proceed from 
te lurium, it might possibly indicate the presence of some 
substance then unknown to the chemist. Urged on by 
this hope, he returned with renewed ardor to his work. 
He collected a great quantity of the material, and sub- 
mitted the whole mass to various chemical processes. 
He succeeded in separating successively the sulphur, the 
morcury, the copper, the tin and the other known sub- 
stances, whose presence had been indicated »y his tests; 


and after all these had been eliminated; there still re-; 
mained a residue, which proved upon examination to be 


what he had been in search of—a new elementary sub- 
stance. 

“The chemical properties of this new element were 
found to resemble those of tellurium to such a remark-

announcement of these results naturally created an in- 
tense interest among scientific men. It occurred to me 
that the telephone, from its extreme sensitiveness to 
electrical influet.ces, might be used to advantage in de- 
tecting the variable resistance of selenium. Upon con- 
sideration of the subject, however, I saw that the ex- 
periments could not be conducted in the ordinary way, 
for the following reasons: The law of audibility of the 
telephone is precisely analogor’s to the law of electric in- 
duction. No effect is produced during the passage of a 
continuous and steady current. It is only at the mo- 
ment of change from a weaker to a stronger state, or, 
vice versa, that any audible effect is produced; and the 
amount of effect is exactly proportional to the amount 
of variation in the current. It was, therefore, evident 
that the telephone could only respond to the effect pro- 
duced in selenium at the moment of change from light

toward darkness, or, vice versa, and that it would be ad- 
visable to intermit the light with great rapidity so as to 
produce a succession of changes in the conductivity of 
the selenium, corresponding in frequency to musica] vi- 
brations within the limits of the sense of hearing. For 
I had often noticed that currents of electricity, so feeble 
as hardly to produce any audible effects from a telephone 
when the circuit was simply opened and closed, caused 
very perceptible musical sounds when the circuit was 
rapidly interrupted; and that the higher the pitch of the 
sound the more eudible was the effect. I was much 
struck by the idea of in this way producing sound by the 
action of light. 


Producing Speech by Light 


“I proposed to pass a bright light through one of the 
orifices in a perforated screen consisting of a circular 
disc or wheel with holes near the circumference. Upon 
rapidly rotating the disc an intermittent beam of light 
would fall upon the selenium and a musical tone would 
be produced from the telephone—the pitch of which 
would depend upon the rapidity of the rotation of the 
dise. Upon further consideration it appeared to me that 
all the audible effects obtained from variations ef elec- 
tricity could also be produced by variations of light, aci- 
ing upon selenium. I saw that the effect could not only 
be produced at the extreme distance at which selenium

aie in time immune to the poison of the sting is as- 
serted by Dr. H. F. Parker. He reports that when he 
first began to keep bees he was frequently stung, and 
that each sting was attended with acute pain; but that 
as time went on the pain and swelling became less. In 
the following year, while transferring a hive of bees, 
he had an experience which he thus relates: 
“gting followed sting in succession, in legs, arms, 

fingers, neck and face. I imagined what a picture I 
would present—closed eyes and swollen hands and feot. 
1 worked on, and so did the bees. | could feel the nee- 
dle-like thrust, but then it did not seem to pain as much 
and at last I finished the task. With aching head, slight 
nausea and vertigo slowly coming on, I left my task 
with a sigh of relief for what was accomplished, and 
filled with wonderment as to what my personal appear- 
ance would be. 

“Imagine my astonishment to find merely slightly 
raised red spots, like little pimples, with the red sting 
in the center as the result of each and every sting. I 
must have had something like forty of them on varioris 
parts of my body. My clothes were full of them, but, 
being too thick, did not allow the sting to penetrate. 
The dizziness, nausea and headache left me, and ‘Rich- 
ard was himself again.’ 

“When I again visited my bees I did not dread the 
stinging properties any longer, at least not as much so 
as formerly, and then, and ever since, I have found 
that when a bee does sting me the pain is only sharp 
for an instant, and there is an absence of the after- 
swelling. | 

“I have since been stung many more times than I 
was at that time, and yet none of the symptoms above 
referred to has been reproduced. Am I not, therefore, 
immune from the poison of the honey bee, at least to 
a certain extent? 

“All authorities on bee culture state the fast as 
a crumb of comfort to novices in beekeeping, that 
the poison of a bee will produce less and less effect upon 
their systems, ‘Old beekeepers,’ it is said, ‘like Mithri- 
dates, appear almost to ‘thrive on the poison itself.’ 
Hulsh speaks of ‘seeing the bald head of Bonner. a 
celebrated practical apiarist. covered with stings. which 
seemed to produce upon him no unpleasant effect.’ The 
Rev. Mr. Kleine advises beginners to allow themselves 
to be stung frequently, assuring thern that ‘in two sea- 
sone their systems will become accustomed to the poi- 
son.

sacrifice his own property for the public good during the 
Revolutionary war. He advanced money which was re- 
paid in depreciated currency, till his estate was seriously 
involved. He entered personally upon the service, and 
was promoted to the rank of captain. After the return 
of peace, he joined the “Company of Ohio Associates,” 
which in 1788 began the settlement of Ohio. A tradition 
among his descendants is that he was the second man 
ashore when the boat which took the company down the 
river struok upon Point Harman, April 7, 1788. Wishing, 
as he declared, to do something of which his posterity p 
could speak with pride, he cut the first tree felled by a 
settler west of the Ohio River. This tree being a “buck- 
eye,” or horse-chestnut, the incident gave to the State 
the name which it still retains. With his sons, he par-

Fort Saybrook, which he held through the Pequot trou- ey 
bles. In 1639 he purchased of friendly Indians the island sin 
now known as Gardiner’s Island, just east of Long Island. © th 
His grandson, John Gardiner, in 1699, was intrusted with ver 

much treasure by the notorious Capt. Kidd, who re- 


mained some time off Gardiner’s Island. When he de- : 


parted, he left with Mr. Gardiner 1111 ounces of gold sin, 
and 2353 ounces of silver, besides jewels. Gardiner was ne 
ignorant of the character of his visitor, and when Kidd $s 
was arrested, he surrendered the property to the Gover- nin 
nor of Massachusetts Bay. ' 
One branch of the Davis family is the Chandler fam- pern 
lly, a member of which was John Chandler, called “Tory Yori: 
John” and “The Honest Refugee.” He was born in New : 
London in 1720. His mistaken sense of loyalty brought apt 


him into direct conflict with the rising flood of revolu- 
tionary sentiment, and he was exiled with five other 


prominent loyalists. On his departure from his home at ‘ 
Worcester, his estate was confiscated, the value being Yeat 
about £36,000.

MONTEREY ANDSOME OF ITs INTER- 
ESTING OLD INHABITANTS. 


By a Special Contributor. 

O the lover of history, the most interesting town in 

California is old Monterrey. Despite the fact that it 

has lost its prestige in the commercial rush of to- 
day, a halo of its past glory still illumines its streets and 
guides one into the realms of the State's storyland. 
What if now it be but the shrine whereat artists kneel 
for color inspiration, while society basks beyond its 
northern portal in the sunlight of Del Monte, and edu- 
cation convenes summer sessions at its southern door- 
way in the fogs of Pacific Grove; in the past, it was not 
only the focus of the gayest social life in California, with 
whatever art and education existed, but it was also the 
center of the political administration and foreign rela- 
tions. 


Here, through two governments and into a third, the | 


laws for the State were made; and here, too, was the 
port of entry for the territory, the point where Vancou- 
ver and other distinguished travelers paused to pay their 


respects to the ruling magnates. Here, also, in 1849, was 
framed that memorable Constitution by means of which | 


California was admitted into the American Union in an 
unprecedented, and likewise unimitated, manner. 

Who can decide what would have been the fate of 
Monterey-had not the discovery of gold enticed the heart 
of man northward? Because San Francieco Bay was the 
nearest inlet to the opulent placers, it received the influx 
of vessels, and on its shores sprang up the new metropo- 
lis of the West. With the mass of the population, the 
State capital, too, moved to the North; and, Monterey, 
notwithstanding her wide-spreading harbor, her health- 
bestowing climate, her pine-clad slopes, and her idea}. 
inspiring mountains, was relegated to become a city of 
memories rather than one of deeds. 

Today, on every hand stand monuments that make his- 
tory a living science. The tiled adobe church sti!] tolls 
the bells that signalled its faithful over a century aro. 
On its altars are used the splendent vessels brought from 
Spain by the first settlers, and from its pulpit rings the 
-@ame melodious speech with which Father Junipero Serra 
converted his beloved natives. 

By the blue waters of the bay, the old customhonse, 
begun by Spanish officials and completed under the Mext- 
can administration, yet stands stalwart and command- 
ing; but its active interest in the affairs of men passed 
away when the Americans removed the port of entry to 
San Francieco. Could its walls speak, many a tale they 
might tell of how the exacting commercial! regulations of 
Spain and of Mexico were evaded by the more liberal Cal- 
iforniane. The services of its youth have earned it a re- 
epected seniority, for it is being reserved as a museum 


for historic relics of the State by the Native Sons of the | 
Golden West, that enthusiastic order composed of indige- | 


nes of California. What building more fitted to hold 
the insignia of three sovereignties than this old adobe, 
erstwhile engaged in executing the laws of al! three! 

Midway in the town, Colton Hall recalls to mind the 
first American alcalde of the State, the Rev. Walter Col- 
ton, who had come with Commodore Stockton as chap- 
lain of the Congress. He tells us himself that he was 
assigned to this civil position as the officer whose ser- 
vices on the ship could most easily be dispensed with. 
However that may be, this hall, the first American public 
building of Monterey, is a monument to his good sense 
in fulfilling the varied duties of the alcalde’s position. 
The money expended on it was mostly obtained from 
gambler’s fines and from the taxes on liquor shops, while 
the labor was performed by the convicts. Colton wrote 
that it would pass down to posterity with the “odor of 
gamblers, convicts and tipplers;” but instead, it carries 
only the aroma of the wise American who recognized the 
value of the people over whom he was placed and who 
strove to introduce a different civilization without fric- 
tion. 

With the exception of Colton Hal!. the interesting 
buildings all date back to the period prior to the Ameri- 
can occupation. Among the inhabitants, there are many 
who saw the Stars and Stripes hoisted and whose mem- 
ories dwell lovingly on the days of the gay-hearted cab- 
alleros; yet no matter how fascinating their tales may 
be, and they all are charming if the auditor strikes the 
right key, to the average Anglo-Saxon the two most in- 
teresting persons in Monterey today are not directly con- 
nected with the history of California. 

As one drives up the main street, the guide always 
calls attention to a mammoth rose tree shading an adobe 
home just opposite the postoffice. 

“There,” he affirms, with impressive gesture and pause, 
“is the Sherman rose tree.” 

Upon your humble confession of ignorance regarding 
this remarkable statement, he gradiloquently unrolls the 
tale. The details vary according to the imagination of 
the narrator, but the main points of the story, as told, 
are as follows: 

Years ago, when Gen. Sherman was 2 young Neutenant, 
he was stationed at Monterey. Those were the days 
when the light-hearted Spanish-Californians were still 
masters of the social life, if not of the political. 
followed picnic, and the hours danced to the music of 
harp and guitar. It is not to be wondered at that many

Californian. Lieut. Sherman was but human, and soon 
his only happiness was found in the preeence of a cer- 
tain bright-eyed sefiorita.

flow Mme. FOUNDED THE GREAT 
Panis Bon MARCHE. 

[Pearson’s Weekly:] In December, 1887, a certain 
Mme. Boucicault died in Paris, leaving behind her a for- 
tune of over four million pounds sterling, the whole of 
which bad been derived from what was originally a 
purely charitable enterprise. 

It was about the year 1842 that “Madame,” then a poor 
work girl, conceived the idea, in a time of deep distress, 
of opening @ shop to meet the needs of her poverty- 
stricken feliow-employés. She started with one hundred 
francs, borrowed capital, in a tiny room, but from the 
very commencement she bought for cash and sold at the 


Her estab- 
ighment ehe christened “Bon Marché,” meaning liter- 
ly “Good Market,” and the trade she did was at first 
eli nigh infinitesimal. 

By degrees, however, che name and fame of her unique 
shop” began to spread. She rented larger premise, 
nd yet larger. An assistant was engaged, then another, 
pen ten, a hundred, a thousand. And each and every 
pne of them she interested in the busines by giving them 
share in the profite—ancther covelty in the France of 
hese days. 

Eventually the “Bon Marahbé” became one of the 
ights of the capital, and the name, although not tie 
yetem it represented, was copied far and wide; while 
he ex-work girl, grown weakhy in spite of ‘herself, 
ought recreation in endowing hospitals, building a! ms- 
and giving away emormous sums in charity. 

M. Creepin de Vidouville, another eccentric Parisien 
philanthropist, went one better than even Mme. Bourci- 
ut.

; Sourm AFRICAN BiG GAME YET 
4 FatrRLy PLENTIFUL. 


By a Special Contributor. 
, ICTURE to yourself a splendidly-watered and well- 
P weoaca country, amply provided with dense wild 
meadows of rank, rich grass, stocked with herds of 
horned game, flocks of grouse, millions of ducks, geese 
and snipe in season together with almost every kind of 
ferocious beast ¢he world affords, and you have a reason- 
ably correct idea of the upper Zambesi River country, in 
South Africa. 

In the course of a day's kunt, a man may kill ante- 
lope unti] hie shoulder js black and blue from the recoil 
of his rifle, and if he so desires, he may hunt a differ- 
emt kind of animal every day in the monh, and then 
have a few new acquaintances to mect. The gigantic 
elands, larger than an American elk, and their tiny re‘a- 
tives the little rabbit antelopes no bigger than a Belgian 
hare may be seen within a few feet of each other, and 
the sportsman with his carriers is cons‘antly coming into 
a new country. Every ten miles makes a change in the 
kind of game experienced. Lions are always plentiful; 
rhinoceroses may be encountered at any time; the Afri- 
can buffalo is omnipresent, and an occasional] pot shot at 
a hippopotamus in the river affords variety whenever one 
may desire a res from the more arduous pursult of the 
fieet-footed antelope on the low hills or broad grassy 
qlains through which this noblest river of the Bast Coast 
runs. 

The variety of game is so endless that men may be ex- 
cused for killing a few head more than they need, but 
that same reckless killing wil] in ¢ime deplete the coun- 
try of antelope, plentiful though they are now. The 
number of animals killed by almast any English sporis- 
man or German Count on a South African hunting trip 
is ineredible. Not long since, one had accounted for 
nearly 500 bead in one trip, and that journey was as 


_— shor a one as the difficulties of the country would allow. 


Shooting game in South Africa is of course a privileze 
that can be enjoyed only by the natives or by the very 
‘ich sportsmen who are able to fit out expeditions of suf- 
icient size to carry their goods into the interiér, for all 
‘ansportation along the upper Zambesi is by means of 
»0at—the natives are excellent water men—or by the 
xeads of native porters, who wil! carry astounding bur- 
fens on their kinky pates. Usually a company of any- 
where from 20 to 50 accompanies an English sportsman 
m such a pleasure trip, and his guns afford the expedi- 
jon meat. It therefore becomes a prime necessity to ki)! 
several head of antelope a day, and for this reason the 
waste of game is not as bad as it might otherwise be, 
4 party of thirty large, able-bodied negro porters is able 
to consume an amount of meat in a day that seems be- 
rond the reach of belief to anyone who has a white man’s 
deas about meat-eating in a hot country. 


Routes to the Game Coyntry. 


After leaving Quilimane, at the northeast mouth of ¢he 
Zambesi, it is porsible to proceed up the river in boats 
everal hundred miles into the heart of the game coun- 
‘ry, and usually expeditions which fit out on ¢he East 
Soast go in that way, but many make the overland trip 
rom the Transvaal through Matabeleland, getting ‘an 
tbundance of good sport all the way, and having an oc- 
casional tussle with a iion to add variety to the more 
prosaic work of killing the daily meat. The overland 
trips are a matter of daily “treks” in a Transvaal wagon 
behind maybe thirty sturdy oxen, and the man who is 
in a hurry had better try the Zambesi route or let Sout 
African big game alone. Nevertheless, a great many 
wealthy Englishmen debark at Durban and Lorenzo 
Marquez, in Delagoa Bay, striking out across country to 
Pretoria and there fitting out for the long “trek’” into 
rood hunting ground. The Transvaa! is no longer such: 
The staid Dutch, with their Lee-Enfield, and Martini- 
Henry rifles, have weeded out the surplus of game in 
their little republic, though it was once teeming with 
herds of wild antelope of all kinds. 


Once into Matabeleland or in the Mabunda country, at 


the headwaters of the Zambesi, a daily menu of the 
grandest sport on earth is dished up to the seeker after 
heads and honors in the big same line. Herds of ele- 
phants, bands of rhinoceroses, probably the most danger- 
ous of all big game, though the African buffalo is placed 
in front by many; lions, antelope—there are no true deor 
in Africa—ema!l! came galore—all arrest the attention of 
the sportsman and make him laath ¢o leave any place for 
another. The English usually carry at least half a dozen 
different rifles and a fowling piece. One British sports- 
man's arsenal comprised some 270, among them Holland é 
Holland double hammerless rifies, several good Ameri- 
ean Winchesters of various calibers, and an elephant 
lowitzer shooting a two-ounce conical projectile, explo 
tive If desired, and backed by 10 drams of black powder. 
A veritable cannon this last, almost heavy enough arti!- 
ery to sink a ship. Four or five shots with the same 
would be @ good day’s work for any shoulder, however 
able; the recoil is simply terrific. Of late years, the 
smaller American smokeless rifles have come into favor, 
but most South African big-game hunters are skeptical 
about the small bores, claiming they have not enough 
shocking power to compete successfully with the ord- 
flance designed for rhinoceroses, elephants, hippos, and 
similar huge masses of leather-enveloped meat. 


Plenty of Birds. 
For the fowling piece, there fs plenty of work in South 


Africa. A dozen varieties of grouse, ranging from smal! 
quail ¢o huge bustards and guinea fowl, are excountered

every day; being comparatively little shot, they do not 
fiy much and prefer to trust to their legs, and so are 
inferior to the educated birds from the sportaman’s point 
of view. A mess of any of them makes a welcome change 
from ¢he antelope. The bustards are as delicate as any 
turkey, and the guinea fow! are worthy of a place et any 
epicure’s board. An abundance of natural food makes 
all of South Africa's small game splendid for the table 
in the Zambesi country. 


Men who have shot nearly al! of the dark continent's 
animals have, as a rule, nothing but contempt for the so- 
called “king of beasts,” the lion. To the hunter, he is a 
cowardly, skulking brute, far more dangerous to the 
horses and oxen at night than to the human part of the 
expedikion, always ready to slink off and escape a fight 
if given a chance. There is nothing kingly about him; 
he is a bluffer of the first water, and a single man can 
usually put half a dozen of him to flight. There are sea- 
sons when the lions become over bold and troublesome; 
hunger makes them so occasionally, and they are likely 
to be quarrelsome in the breeding season, or when 
wounded. For their size they are comparatively easy to 
kill, and ¢here is ten times as much danger in attacking 
a lone cow buffalo as in putting to route three average 
lions. Occasionally a black-maned much-bescarred old 
fellow goes on the warpath, falling into the native-eating 
habit, and then, unless a white man with his powerful 
ordnance be within reach nothing will do but a black 
huming party, with spears, knives, and the coarse, un- 
reliable German muskets seen all through East Africa. 
This more or less formidable organization usually pitches 
a battle with his lionship by means of burning over the 
tall grass in which he makes his lair, and occasionally 
comes off second best, but nowadays it is decidedly excep- 
tional for a white man to be mauled by one of the brutes. 


Elephant vs. Rhinoceros. 


Sovth African big-game hunters disagree on the rela- 
tive dangers of elephant and rhinoceros hunting. R»hi- 
noceroses, though keen of hearing and reasonably sharp 
of seent, have the poorest sight of any of the dark conti- 
nent’s large animals. Their thick hides, however, do not 
turn modern high-power bullets aside as they did che 
balls from the black-powder rifles of the first African 
explorers, ¢€0 a well-placed shot usually disposes of the 
beast. All the English sportsmen have a profound re- 
spect for the rhino, however, and give his muchly-spiked 
nose as wide a berth as is convenient. 

The ivory hunters have made sorry work of the ele- 
phant crop in all par‘s of Africa, and particularly in th- 
Zambesi country, where the East Coast Arabs have com- 
paratively easy access to the tusks of the big fellows. 
The elephant will take an enormous emount of killing 
if he is not bit exactly right, but one well-placed shot in 
the thinner portion of the temporal bone will find hi« 
brain, and reduce him to an inert lump of thick hide and. 
worthless meat. The natives eat elephant flesh wih con- 
siderable gusto when nothing better ie to be had, but to 
a white man’s palate the foot of the beast baked, is about 
the only edible part of him. For a creature weighing 
several thousand pounds, as does any mature elephant, 
it has a singularly smal! brain, and the organ is pro- 
tected by numerous layers of spongy and hard bone, 
which make it rather hard ¢o locate with a hurried shot, 
especially when his majesty is bearing down on you at 
top speed, as is occasionally the case. Yet, like all other 
big game the elephant is becoming more timid every 
year, and it is only by the exercising of much caution 
and patience that herds of them can be approached near 
enough for a shot. When alarmed, they are more dan- 
gerous by virtue of thelr panic than through ferocity, for 
unless there be calves in the herd, the butts will seldom 
make a stand until cornered. Like the lions, there are 
certain seasons when the males are flying the danger sig- 
nal, and at these times ¢hey appear to go completely 
crazy, being not only willing for a fight, but anxious to 
make one even with their own kind. Elephanis and rhi- 
noceroses occasionally engage in the bloodiest of combats, 


and it must be a hardy hunter, indeed, whose desire for : 


elephant meat is great enough to send him into the 
tusker’s country during the first of the mating season. 


The African Antelope. 


Of the African antelope, a book might be written, and 
the subject would then be merely touched upon. As one 
English sporteman puts it, there’s an anima! for every 
day in the month. Dozens of varieties have been classi- 
fied, and the animals differ considerably in markings and 
dovelopment according to their environment, much as the 
North American caribou do. Of all the African antelope, 
the gigantic eland is the king. He is little inferior ¢o 
the American moose in size, being bigger than the aver- 
age elk. Then there are the water bucks, bush bucks, 
rietboks, gemsboke, the gnus, half horse, half antelope; 
the pallahs, ¢he hartebecsts, koodoos, the springboks, the 
shy sable antelopes, and other beautiful varieties fre- 
quenting the wide veldt lands. A collection of South 
African horns is truly a thing of beauty and a joy for- 
ever: the hooked tips of the springbok, the epirals of the 
pallah, che corrugated, recurved armament of the sable 
antelope and the ¢win lances of the gemsbok—a formid- 
able opponent, a]] make a divers and attractive aggrega- 
tion of sportsman’s trophies. 

The South African hunter its usually more par- 
tial to the eland than to any of other an- 
telope, probably because eland flesh not only 
the most palatable of all, but is available for 
human cona@umption as soon as the animal is 
killed. Being an enormous eater, it is usually very fat, 


and not infrequently hunters avail themselves of the ani- 
mal’s slow speed, and round it up close to camp before - 
killing it, in order to save work. Eland are often found 
in waterless country, and how they procure their liquid 
nourishment is one of those mysteries that few have

Amid wonders architectural which have defied corrod- 
ing time the interest of the foreigner and the veneration 
of the faithful center in that bit of natural history, the 
sacred Bo tree, known as the most aged tree on earth. 
It is connected closely with the story of the conversion in 
~ country. Two hundred and forty-five B. C., the na- 

ves flocked to the standard of the royal missionary, Ma- 
hindo, and accepted the tenets of the Indian faith. Queen 
Anulla and thousands of her women became zealous to 


sacred ¢ree which had shielded Gautama on the day that 
he attained Buddhahood. Enclored, today, within three 
tiers of terraces, it is the em>iem of holy purity to the 
pilgrims. It bas seen mighty growth, has passed its 
prime of vegetation, and has reached decrepit age. It is 
a feeble branch, compared with the stately grove near 
by, but the ragged twigs of the old Bo are dear to every 
Buddhist. It has watched the changing world and seen 
the course of history for over two ¢housand years. Wars 
and savage devastation have made havoc on these tran- 
quil meadows, but the Bo tree was untouched by van- 
Vain superstition or divine protection has saved 
it from flerce attack, Ruling dynasties have paid it gen- 
erous homage. Grand procession, royal rites, imposing 
ceremonies, proved the love of its worshipers. Those 
olden days of gilded glory saw magnificent pageants in 
its honor. Today the humble pilgrim gathers tenderly 
its fallen leaves, but none may pick its foliage. It is still 
the guardian of ¢he plains. 

Glorious carvings prove the early homage. At the 
base. an altar sends up fragrant incense. On the shrine, 
rich flowers bespeak the purity of the Buddhist faith, 
which aliows ne sacrifice of blood. A sitting god leans 
toward the shrine, as if in kind protection of ¢he tree, 
and serene Buddhas watch the garden. Statues calm and 
dignified, exalted above earthly cares, are lost in the ab- 
Stractions of Nirvana. The solid steirways @re carved 
with a curious emblem, a mythical beast, half elep ars, 
half crocodile, from whose huge jaws protrude the crac>- 
ful trunk and short sharp tusks. This combination in 
deep carving everywhere adorns the balustrades. Below 
the stairs is the well-known moonstone, @ granite circle 
or semi-circle of rare carving which faces the entrance 
of every great structure. The elephant, horse, lion, bull. 
run @ race in its outer circle, the lotus, in flower. bud and 
leaf, forms a separate carving, and the sacred goose, 
with its symbols, marches in gracefu! procession. At the

The Brazen Temple. 


Distant some yards on the sacred wey are the ruins of 
the Brazen Palace, built by pious Dutugemunu in the 
second century B. C. It was named from its roof of 
sheeted copper. KM was a magnificent mystery of work- 
manship, whose walis ecintillated with brilliant beads, 
which resembled infaid gems. 
opied in white, and on either side were a glittering sun 
and a silver moon. Its glory one can hardly realize, as 
it towered nine stories above its foundation pillars, 
coated w¥h white lime and dazzling copper. It con- 
tained one thousand dormitories, homes of the priest- 
hood. Only its sixteen hundred pillars remain, stand- 
ing In rows of forty, rising twelve feet from the ground, 
plain granite monoliths, with corner-stones of double 
size, where we may trace ‘¢oday the cut of the chisel 
which broke the stone from the quarry. The old mon- 
astery has known destruction and havoc. It was the 
“skyscraper” of Ceylon, and was rebuilt on a plan of 
seven stories. About 300 A. D. It was destroyed by an 
apostate ruler who later became a repentant einner and 
piously restored it. Today, only its granite pillars at- 
test the faith of its followers. | 
Stately pillars, with tooth-like carvings, recall the an- 
cient temple which contained the sacred tooth of Budiha, 
after it was brought to the island, concealed in the air 
of an Indian princess. Regal processions and imposing 
ceremonies accompanied the exhibition of che tooth bhe- 
fore the worshiping people. Various experiences be- 
fell the holy relic. It was seiged end carried off to 
Kandy, but later it was restored to the temple. A sec- 
ond time Kandy secured the relic. and the venerated 
shrine of the Tooth Temple in Kandy today is the holy 
of holies, where, once a year, amid great pomp, the 
eacred tooth of the saint is exposed to the faithful. Cyn- 
ics say that it is beyond all human length, and history 
tells that ¢he Portuguese finally secured the trophy, but 
the believing Buddhist is content with the legend of his 
church.

In the midst of myriad ruins lie three Stone canoes, 
the food troughs of the priests, provided by the royal ex- 
chequer. Two of them are carved from single stones, and 
the third is sixty-two feet long, a dish of huge dimen- 
sions, so one wonders how many priests here shared a 
common brotherhood. Perhaps it was the general ban- 
quet board for the great temple opposite, where a sit- 
ting Buddha guards a picturesque profusion of arcni- 
tecture. Stairway, moonstone, entrance, are glorious'|y 
carved. Pillars prostrate, inclined, erect, add beauty to 
the somber grey moss and to the deep-green effects of 
the half-cleared jungle. Here was a building on @ vast, 
expansive scale, and its use is yet unsolved. Whether 
this were sacred temple or spacious palace court, the 
leaning pillars do not say. But everywhere they speak of 
beauty, a love for grace and grandeur, an art which was 
the outgrowth of infinite pains. 

Great were the old kings in tombs and temples. and 
equally great were <hey in tanks. Bathing and draining 
they understood. Throughout the meadows lie the large 
baths, marked by stone floors and terraces and curious 
carvings. A pukuna, or bath for the priests, is found 
near each temple, and it is probable that to the laymen 
belonged eertain baths by the wayside. Anything too 
vast for human use is ascribed to the monarch of the 
jungie, and elephants’ bath and elephants’ stables are 
among the massive structures which seem needless for 
priesis or people. 


Oldest of Monuments. 


In the cool of early morn, patient bullocks drew up the 
heavy cart with Ks arched roof of thatch for the stately 
journey to the famed rock temple. A chair placed on 
the floor relieved the hard jolt, and a soap box aa step- 
ping-stone made the leap possible. The driver sat in 
shiny nakedness upon the tongue. “Aha, aba!” he cried 
4s inspiration for the lazy team. He drove his stick into 
their backs and pricked his toenails on their flanks, but 
they knew his ways, that native energy would soon ex- 
haust itself and that the dusky driver would fall asleep 
on the tongue, while they could cultivate their style of 
lazy locomotion till they chose te stir him by an exira 
jolt. Far on the grasey plain is the temple built Inte the 
solid rock. Carved in the same rock sits lordly Buddha, 
oldest image in all Ceylon. A recent gilding has ir- 
fracted from his saintly dignity. and its glory is more 
appreciated by worshipers than by historians. Flow- 
ers and incense are his portion, as he quietiv notes the 
passing cyolcs. With unmoved calm he receiver the 
homage of the faithful thousands. His isolated home 
is Che fortress of the plains. Its terrraces are cut with 
gTroteeque carvings, groups of men and women that one 
sees nowhere else among Buddhist figures. Back of the 
temple shrine are the dreary celis where the ascetics 
dwelt in pious meditation. Open to the air are the flat 
stone couches where for hours they reclined, lost in that 
holy contemplation which made them statuesque as the 
passionless rock around them. 

Beyond the piain of the solitary temple, over the brow 
of the hill, stretches another wkneas of the ancient peo- 
pie. A broad, blue sheet of water, an artificial lake, 
glistens with Buddhistic calm. Four miles it is in cir- 
cumference, and its waterways carried a network of 
streams to fertilize the flelde. Wonderful were the Cel- 
| lonese in their system of irrigation, which the govern- 
‘ment is trying to revise, that health end cleanliness 
may be restored to the people of the plains. But modern 
research has not disclosed the mystery of anciem skill. 
Learned scholars work enthusiastically upon the prob- 
| lem. There are marvelous finds beneath the old trees 
(of the picturesque meadows. and the imagination runs 
riot at thought of the ancient era, when the Brazen 
Palace giittered, and the varied temples sheltered ninety 
thousand priests, and formed the nucleus of the honored 
island faith. Brave work for science and history has 
the Archaeological Society done. The world is richer 
for this new knowledge of the pas‘, for the revelation of 
art and beauty which slumbered through the ages till 
the grim forest should give up its treasure which awaited 
modern man. So-calied civilization is pressing through 
the island, and a railroad will soon strike ¢he heart of old 
Ceylon. Those jealous of the ruins fear <hat improve- 
ments will mar the primeval glory. The steam-horse 
will give ready acceas to the world. The raw-boned 
quadrupeds will be allowed to die, and the lumbering 
stage will pass into disuse. The scurrying trotter wild

will be famed among the eternal marvels of the world of 
ert.

The Subject of Lawn Making. 


There is probably no subject upon which the aver- 
age gardener has more positive opinions than upon this 
of lawn making. I have noticed, too, that methods are 
almost as numerous as localities, and that landsecaps 
gardeners are very prejudiced for or against particuar 
theories, but as far as possible this department, is tv 
stand for common-sense methods, which shall simp!i'y 
and lessen expense wherever possible In the beautifying 
of the surroundings of the House Beautiful. Lawns and 
gardens are an éxpense in California, as elsewhere, and 
the man or woman who thinks to «cratch up the ground 
and sow a little seed has very little sense of what it 
means to make a garden, or a lawn. I| am sure that 
the returns on the cxpenditure for this particular form 
of luxury are the largest possible to conceive, Dut the 
planting of the lawn is only the initial expense—the 
keeping it up is where the cost comes in 

The following directions for lawn making were writ- 
ten by an experienced California gardener, and cannot, ! 
think, be improved upon for conciseness and prac- 
ticality. 

In the first place, it is usually economy to employ a 
competent man to get the grass well up, or at least to 
superintend the work. 


“Grade the ground to the proper level and shape. if’ 


the soil is not moist enough for spading, make it so. 
then cover evenly with an abundance of wo!l-decomposed 
and pulverized manure. Spade very deep, mixing the 
dressing and soil as thoroughly as possible. Rake wel! 
and ro}, first with a light and then a heavier roller, or a 
board a foot wide with one’s weight will pack the surfac: 
sufficientiy. This packing is necessary to preventthe un- 
even settling of the loose earth. The seed should be 
sown quite thick and evenly; using about one pound tw 
each one hundred square feet of surface. Grass seed 
should be planted in the early morning before there ts 
any wind, as this is the only way to avoid uneven di:- 
tribution, the seed being very light. Cover with a layer 
one-quarter to three-eighths of an inch thick of finely- 
sifted old manure. Sprinkle and keep moist until the 
grass is well up. It does no harm to sprinkle the sur- 
face while the sun shines, if the manure covering has 
been used. In fact it is better to give the surface three 
sprinklings during a warm and bright day instead «" 
only one heavy watering. The sprouting time of the seed 
is the most critical, for if the seed once becomes driee. 
the tender sprout is killed, or sickened, and the grass wil 
not come up at all, or very uneven. A good rolling when 
the grass is up will strengthen and improve it. Ty 
weeds should be removed by the time they are two 
inches high. 

“During the spring and summer months a lawn abin- 
dantly watered should be clipped and raked every week or 
ten days. The surface of a newly-made lawn should not >» 
marred by footsteps; if the surface musi be crossed. nea 
a board for a pathway. It is also a great injury to young 
grass to drag a hoce over it.” 


What Will Yeu Plant?

NATIONS AND MELODIES. 

A nation’s melodies constitutes its principal identifi- 
cation. 

In Russia, a profound melancholy has elways been 
the keynote of the popular temperament. The sympho- 
nies of Brahms breathe the calm, noble sentiments of 
the German race. The reason why the celebrated Ital- 
ian composers have not been distinguished by their 
symphonies is found in their chief racial characteris- 
tic, which is dramatic and lyrical, expressing itself best 
in opera. 

Russia is the only country in which semi-savage in- 
stincts and primitive sentiments prevail at the present 
time It is for this reason that art, broadly speaking, 
is in its infancy in Russia. The first of our world- 
recognized composers is only recently deceased. 

Many peasants are now living who offered Tachal- 
kowsky hospitality in their isolated villages when he 
visited them to take note of their traditional musical 
expressions for use in his great symphony entitled 
"1812." As the date signifies, this symphony was to 
depict Napoleon's attempted conquest of the Czar’s do- 
main. The first question, then, in the composer's mind 
was: How did the vast Russian populace express its 
musical emotions at that period? The only answer to 
that question was to be had from themselves, for 
Tschaikowsky had no predecessor as a collector of Rus- 
sia folk-song. 


Tschaikowsky found that the backbone of Russian 
national melody lay with the ancient peasant population. 
These are of two classes—those who till the soil and 
those who do menial labor in other capacities. The 
Russian tillers of the soil are abjectly poor and igno- 
rant. In the long winter Techaikowsky, while royalty 
in St. Petersburg and Moscow lamented bis absence, 
was living with peasant families in their stables, where 
they gathered for the warmth which the cattle gave 
them. 

The theme to which political prisoners marched to 
their living death in Siberia, Tschaikowsky got at first 
hand. He heard their despairing chant as they passed 
through the villages where he stopped, and it became 
the foundation of his “Slave March” in his “1812” sym- 
phony. 


After “1812” Russia, and indeed the whole musical 


world, sald to Tschaikowsky: 
you, if you please.” 

Here in a nutshell was the dictum of thy whole echol- 
arly musical world, that opera belongs to the nations 
of the South. Its birthplace is Italy, and the operas of 
Italian composers are so well known in the remote vil- 
lages of this country. These themes are not based on 
the sufferings and the superstitions of the peasantry, as 
in Russia, but are drawn from the familiar alphatet of 
romance. The passions common to all humankind 
speak in their phrases. Here the courtiers at all 
tMirones learned the measures of chivalry, and the poets 
found their images mated to sweet strains. 

Though stirred by the same impulses, the people of 
Spain failed to produce composers of sufficient artistic 
breadth to put her wild and passionate melodies into the 
larger forms. From the Moors they inherited certain 
Oriental effects; but al! were made an eager sacrifice 
to the dance and to the serenada When the Spaniard 
is eaid he does not sing, therefore his national music 
does not fully reveal his character, and has not a prom» 
nent place in musica] history —[Harper's Weekly.

Grant’s Loyalty to Lincoln. 


OL SCOVEL, who enjoyed close personal relations 
with President Lincoln during the Civil War period, 
says that Lincoln was seriously afraid Grant would 


ellow his name to be used in the Republican National 
Convention of 1864. Lincoln sent Scovel to learn Grant’s 
intentions. Scovel saw Gen. William Hillyer of Grant's 
staff. Hillyer said: 

“Colonel, you can go and tell the President that there 


is no power on this earth that could drag Ulysses 8. 
Grant’s name into this Presidential canvass. McCle> 
lan's career was a lesson to him. The latter tried to 
capture Richmond with Washington as his base. Grant 
is as wise as he is loyal to Lincoln. Talking of this 
very subject, anent ¢he expected action of his Missouri 
friends in the coming convention, Gen. Grant said: ‘I 
could not entertain for an instan’ any competition with 
. our great and good President for the succession. I love 
him too much, and it is not my time. I regard Abraham 
Lincoln as one of the world’s greatest men. He is un- 
guestionably the biggest man I ever met. I admire his 
courage, as I respean his patience and his firmness. His 
gentleness of character does not conflict with that noble 
courage with which he changes his convictions when ‘he 
is convinced that he is wrong. While stating a complli- 
cated case to him, his grasp of the main question ts 
wonderfully strong, and he at once comprehends the 
whole subject better «han the person who states it.’” 

Col. Scovel took this message to Lincoln, whose com- 
ment was: 

“Ah, Colonel, you have lifted a heavy load from my 
shoulders. I was a little afraid of Grant, because I know 
the men who want to get behind the great name—we are 
all human; I would rather be beaten by him than by any 
living man; and when the presidential grub gets inside a 
man, it hides well. That ‘basilisk’ sometimes kills.” 

Mr. Lincoln, still pacing the room, told how Gen. Me- 
Clernand of Illinois tried to leap into Grant’s place }e- 
fore Vicksburg, when he laid his presidential veto on the 
intriguarés and strengthened Grant's hands till Vicke- 
burg was captured. Lincoln said: 

“I met Grant March 9, 1864, and as I handed him dis 
commission I said: ‘As the country herein “trusts you, 
under God it will sustain you.’ ""—[{National Magazine.

Last Target in Civil War. 


HE last man fired upon during the Civil War lives tn 
this city, says a Huron, S. D., correspondent. He ts 
Maj. Fred F. R. Coffin, who has recently attracted atten- 
tion as an author of several works on metaphysics. Maj. 
Coffin was in the last battle of the war, which ocourred 
at Palmetto Ranch, Tex., on May 12 and 13, 1865. The 
Union forces were commanded by Gen. Theodore H. 
Barrett, the Confelerate forees by Gen. J. 
Slaugiter. On ‘he night of May 11, Gen. Barrett sens 
Col. David Branson with the Sixty-second United States 
Infantry and two companies of the First Texas Cavalry 
to destroy a Confederate ow post and camp at Palmetto 
Ranch. The camp was captured and destroyed. About 
4 o'clock in the morning of May 13, Gen. Barrett arrived 
with the Thirty-fourth Indiana Infantry. An advance 
was made, and the Confederates were driven about two 
miles beyond Palme‘to Ranch. When the Union troops 
arrived there, Gen. Barrett ordered Maj. Fred F. RB. 
Coffin, then a captain, to take command of the skirmish- 
ers. In a short time, Capt. Carrington rode up to the 
west end of the grade with a detachmens of Confederate 
cavalry and opened fire. He soon ordered a retreat. 
As the Confederates were leaving, one cavalryman 
wheeled his horse around, dismounted, took deliberate 
aim and fired at Maj. Coffin. The ball struck in the sand 
about six feet in front of him. ._This was a¢ sundown on 
May 13, 1865. The following morning an order was re- 
. ceived to the effect that Gen. Dick Taylor and Gen. Kirby 
Smith had surrendered to Gen. Sheridan, which Incident 
closed the war.—[Chicago Inter Ocean.

When Birds Make Mistakes. ' 


ROBABLY in a state of wild nature birds never 

make mistakes, but where they come in contact with 

our civilization and are confronted by new condi- 
tions, they very naturally make mistakes. For 
instance, their cunning in nest building some- 
times deserts them. The art of the bird its 
to conceal its nest both as to position and 
as to material, but now and then It is betrayed into weav- 
ing into its structure showy and bizarre bits of this or 
that, which gives its secret away, and which scem *o 
violate all the traditions of its kind. I have the picture 
of a robin's nest before me, upon the outside of which 
are stuck a small muslin flower, a leaf from a smal! cal- 
endar and a photograph of a4 local celebrity. A more 
incongruous use of material in bird architecture it would 
be hard to find. I have been told of another robin's 
nest upon the outside of which the bird had fastened a 
wooden label from a nearby flower bed, marked “Wake 
Robin.” Sti! another nest I have seen built upon a 
large, snowy foundation of the paper-like flowers of An- 
tennaria, or everlasting. The wood thrush frequently 
weaves a fragment of newspaper or a white rag into the 
foundation of its nest. “Evil communications corrupt 
good manners.” The newspaper and the rag beg un- 
settle the wits of the birds. 

The phoebe bird ts capable of this kind of mistake or 
indiscretion. All the past generations of her tribe have 
built upon natural and, therefore, neutral sites, usually 
under schelving and overhanging rocks and the art of 
adapting the nest to its surroundings, blending it with 
them, has been highly developed. But phoebe now fre- 
quently builds under our sheds and porches, where, so 
far as concealment is concerned, a change of material, 
say from moss to dry grass or shreds of bark, would he 
an advantage to her. But she departs not a bit from the 
family traditions; she the same woodsy mosses, 
which in some cases, especially when the nest is placed 
upon unevenly sawed timber, makes her secret an open 
one to all eyes.—[John Burroughs, in The Century.

The New York ot Long Ago. | 

N 1653 New Amsterdam was a village of 1000 people, 

wita a little fort, a windmill and a gallows as its con- 
spicuous appurtenances. The hamlet of Breucklen was 
reached from this ruMing metropolis by a sailboat, and 
if the breeze died out, the tide was apt to land the pas- 
sengers at the Wallabaqut or Gowanus. Far away among 
the groves of Madison Square the misty reaches of Chel- 
sea, and the terra incognita of Inwood and Fort Wash- 
ington, the red man was learning the goose step in 
the march of progress, attiring himself in the cast-off 
petticoat breeches of the settlers for the purpose. Occa- 
sionally in later times he made forays upon New Am- 
sterdam, but was checked by the stone wall at Wall 
street, and its guard of two bottle-nosed citizens, with 
musketoons and pikes. 

Simple days, those. People worked with their hande. 
There was no captain of industry except the man who 
raised more kraut and potatoes than his neighbors. For 
amusement there were bowls, played on bowling green 
in a tranquil fashion. 
and smoked long pipes in the calm of the evening, and 
watched the fisherman trying to catch his supper at the 
Battery. No restaurants, no theaters, no stock ex- 
change—but they had the stocks, and the occupant there- 
of was willing to exchange them for even the pillory, 
especially when little Kiaas and Hendrick tickled his 
feet with sticks. There was no asphalt, for there were 
no bicycles and automobiles. When peppery Stuyvesant 
walked in the Bouwery to cool his mind, he never winced 
at the thought of six-car trains racketing through the 
atmosphere above hia head. The illumination was can- 
dies, for even Standard oil was not. And the honest 
burghers assumed no airs, for they did not know that 
the knickerbakkers, the humblest folk among them, were 
the fathers of the most resplendent four hundred that 
ever lotded it through the society columns. For there 
weren't any society columns. 

Spooks haunted not only the land, but the waters here- 
about. Hell Gate was a fearsome place by night, and 
the Hudson was a stream of enchantments, even before 
Rip Van Winkle slept his sleep on the Catskills. Men 
were nearer tothe supernatural in those days, albeit 
our local supernatural was never a domain of such ter- 
ror as it was to the New Englander. When the Dutch- 
man saw things that were not there his neighbors sym- 
pathized with him. When the Massachusetts colonist 
saw things his neighbors took him out and hanged him, 
and perhaps that was the wisest way. 

In the changes that occurred when New Amsterdam 
became New York, taking on the name of a second-rate 
cathedral town of England, the people suffered no more 
than they suffer today, when they change their Mayor. 
They resigned themeelves to the inevitable, and went 
on frying olykoeks and serving schnapps. Nor did they 
proudly or loudly assert themselves when they found 
that they were falling into a minority that left them 
without political importance. Adventurers came from 
everywhere. From far-away Connecticut, from placid 
Philadelphia, even from legendary Georgia, traders and 
pirates came seeking fortune and pleasure, and they 
have been coming ever since. Finding them, too, some- 
times. 

This easy mixture of all peoples, of all beliefs and 
none, poor and rich, dull and bright, busy and idle, has 
made of New York an always changeful, always cos- 
mopolite, always interesting city. Even in Dickens's

changing into deep tenderness toward the small, self- 
reliant life, 60 lonely, a speck of existence in so vast a 
world.—[Success. 

Bridging Turbulent Niagara. 

NEW bridge is projected for the Niagara gorge, anu 

when built it will provide a crossing place for @M@&_~~* 
other railroad. A bill allowing the franchise to builé 
has been introduced in the Dominion House of Commons, 
and the Pere Marquette Railroad has directed that it: 
line be extended from St. Thomas, Ont., to Niagara Falls 
with all possible speed. At present there are four grea/ 
bridges over the lower Niagara River. The one closes 
to the cataract is the largest steel arch in the world, and 
affords a crossing place for trolley cars, carriages ano 
pedestrians. About a mile down tbe river etands the 
cantilever bridge of the Michigan Central. This is a 
double-track structure, and is of great strength. Three 
hundred feet below it stands the steel arch of the Grand 
Trunk Railway, or, rather, the steel arch that affords the 
Grand Trunk a crossing place, it being owned by other 
capital. This is a wonderful bridge, massive in every 
part. It has double tracks, and is one of the strongest 
steel arches in the world. Five miles further down the 
river stands the only suspension bridge now stretching 
over the lower Niagara. It is near Lewiston, and over 
it extend the trolley tracks that form a link in the belt- 
line service around the mighty gorge. 

While the crossing point of the proposed new structure 
has not yet been definitely announced, it is likely to be 
erected midway between the upper steel arch 
and the Michigan Central's cantilever, or to be 
carried further down stream to a point below the Grand 
Trunk arch, and closer to the famous whirlpool. This 
latter position would carry it right over the tossing, 
tumbling, whirling waters of the world-famed whirlpool 
rapids, and would afford travel a wonderful view of the 
foam-lashed stream. The style of structure has not been 
indicated, but it would appear from the bridgework at 
Niagara in recent years, and the modern engineering 
ideas of what a railroad bridge should be, that the con- 
templated new bridge is likely to be another steel arch, 
with double tracks, and strong proportions. Nature de- 
signed Niagara as the great route of travel between the 
East and the West, and man has not been slow in rec 
ognizing the fact.—[{Philadelphia Record. 


Life in Manchuria. 


T is not necessary to repeat here the tale of the hor- 

rors of Blagovestschensk, but a personal friend ot 
mine is a witness to their reality. On his way to that 
city while two days’ journey down the river he saw float 
ing on the water the corpse of a Chinaman. Then he 
passed another, and another; then two toge-her tied by 
their pigtails; then more, until as We drew near the city 
the drowned bodies lay so thickly together that the whok 
broad sweep of che river was one dark maas of floating 
dead. Tied together by their pigtails, and many of them 
horribly mutilated, the dead Chinese in their hundreds, 
in their thousands, stretched from bank to bank, a mov- 
ing river of the dead. In the spring of 1901 another 
friend of mine was traveling in Manchuria. He was ac- 
companied by hie Chinese comprador. When they left the 
railway line and struck across country in carts, the land 
became suddenly dead, each village as they entered it 
was deserted. Signs of life, recent life, were there in 
plenty, loaves of bread in the ovens, pigs in the yards, 
fires in the houses, but no people, not a sign of man. 
woman or child. He had come on business, to buy pigs’ 
bristles, and in order to buy it was necessary to find 
someone to sell, but no one was there. The first day 
they wondered, the second day they consulted, and then 
the comprador said he had a plan. Would the master 
stay a long way outside the next village, quite hidden, 
and let him go on alone? The master could and did. 
The comprador went on by himself. After a while he re- 
turned smiling, and they drove into a populated village 
in triumph. The explanation was simple, but sufficient. 
The Ruesians had occupied Manchuria for a year and the 
Chimese were acquainted with their rule. Seeing a white 
man coming toward the village they naturally mistook 
him for a Russian, and fled, man, woman and child, leav- 
ing all their earthly possessions behind them, hoping per- 
haps that he would be content with loot, and leave lif¢ 
alone.—[London Chronicle

MUSLIN GOWNS AND DOTTED SWISSES 
DREAMS OF SEAUTY.

EW YORK, June 29.—Although the craze for 
N white shows no abatement, midsummer ex- 

ploits the beauty of flower patterns in the sheerer 
fabrics. The faded blossoms of earlier summer 
bloom again on the delicate batistes and muslins. 
The heavy laces which have been so popular seem 
coarsened by contrast with such daintiness, so 
that valenciennes and the other fine thread laces will 
be much used for trimmings. 

Flowered musiins in particular have been caught up 
on the wave of popularity. When made up with shir- 
rings, ruchings, and ruffles they certainly make ideal 
summer gowns. They may be unlined for the sake of 
coolness, or the pattern may he strikingly brought out 
by an underslip of silk or wash material. This latter 
fashion admits of a change of slip for the same gowns, 
thus doubling or trebling its adaptability for every occa- 
sion. 

The flowered mustins have found another use. They 
form the trimmings of many a gown in white or solid 
color, for they are dainty in ruffles or ruchings. Thus a 
dress of white India linen has the skirt cut with seven 
gores, on a tight-fitting model. It is trimmed with triple 
flounces graduating in width from four to eight inches. 
These, and the graceful fichu which redeems the tight- 
fitting waist from plainness, are of white muslin, figured 
with scattered poppies in a vivid scarlet. So also are 
the ruffles which finish the elbow gleeves. With a silk 
sash of the scarlet, the costume its striking, though 
simple. 

Another frock of pink mull—not a staring pink, but a 
delicate shade such as tints the petal tips of a blush rose 
—has ruffles of white, figured with shaded pink roses and 
green foliage. The skirt has them narrow but extremely 
full running around from knee to hem. The waist has 
a yoke of open-work embroidery. Below this the pouch 
front is covered with the tiny flowered ruffles. The up- 
per part of the sleeves are laid in fine vertica) tucks. 
Below the elbow they broaden out into huge puffs, which 
are also covered with the ruffling. The wide sash, which 
is tied in the back in a loose long-ended bow, is of the 
fowered muslin.

The sleeves are tucked to the elbow, where the fullness 
escapes in a huge puff. This, in turn, is drawn into 
deep-pointed cuffs of the batiste. The cuffs are bordered 
by bands of the cluny, and a similar band forms the col- 
lar. The touch of black velvet at throat and waist adds 
piquancy. 

Another black and white batiste is made in a more 
elaborate fashion. The skirt is slightly shirred over the 
hips to give fullness. Below the knee it is cut into 
square tabs. These are edged by twisted folds of black 
tulle and fall over a full ruffled underskirt. The ruffles 
are of the batiste edged by a half-inch fold of the tulle. 
The waist has a rather tight-fitting zouave jacket of the 
batiste, edged with the twisted tulle. It is worn over a 
loose blouse of white linen, which is drawn down into a 
deep girdle ceinture of folded black tulle. The tight- 
fitting elbow sleeves end in short tabs edged with the 
twisted tulle. From beneath these fall flowing angd 
ruffies bordered by folds of black tulle. 


Point d’esprit in both black and white effects and dot- 
ted Swisses are much used for midsummer dresses. The 
latter are charming in different colors.

‘ A TRICK WITH A WATCH. 

“Will someone be kind enough to let me have a watch? 
Thank you! I take this sheet of paper (a page of news- 
paper) and make a ccrnucopia, in which | piace the 
watch. But how is this? The watch has disappeared. 
[ unroll the sheet of pape, and nothing can be seen of 
the timepiece. Fertunately I possess a sprig of the Aus- 
tralian watch tree, which I insert in a flower pot; lo give 
it a chance to rvot, I will cover it up with a simple cover, 
made of paper. So! Before long, your watch wi'] be 
found clinging to the root of this little sprig. There! | 
return the watch with many thanks.

This splendid trick can be done with very little prepa- 
ration. The newspaper used for the cornucopia is not a 
plain sheet of paper, but a sort of bag made by pasting 
half @. sheet of newspaper to the sheet, leaving the top 


When the cornucopia is being made, begin at the 
corner of the top of the bag, and the double sheet of 
paper will give you a division (see W in Fig. I) which 
can be pressed to one side or the other.

FIELD .NOTES. 


W. Jeffrey, Agricultural Exiton 
Elephant-ear Leaves. 


N the authority of Andrew T. Garey there are grape 
() vine at Sawtelle, near the Soldiers’ Home, produc- 

ing leaves fifteen inches in diameter. It is called by 
the grower, the “California Catawba.” The fruit is said 
to be of good quality, very large, of course, and sweet. 
This variety would be a fine ornamental plant, aside 
from its fruit-bearing proclivities, grape foliage being 
most beautiful in color, form and venation. I have long 
since ceased to wonder at the versatility of California 


products, or to doubt the most robust stories about the | 


products of the soil. This new grape may be just a 
trick of California soll and climate. Beet seed brought 
from the East in 1851 produced beets weighing from 
forty-five to fifty pounds each; cabbage heads were grown 
and exhibited seven feet in circumference; potatoes 125 
pounds from five vines, and onions seven inches in 
diameter. Why not grapes as large as prunes, with 
leaves fifteen inches in diameter? 


Protecting the Birds. 


N arrest was made at Monrovia a few days ago for 
A killing doves before the open season had commenced. 
As the deed was done in June, the trial] would not come 
under the change of ordinance, for the State law 
makes it unlawful in that month to shoot this bird. I 
am officialfy informed that San Bernardino and Orange 
counties have already adopted the Los Angeles county 
ordinance making August and September the only months 
in which it is lawful to take doves. Riverside county 
will be in line with the three other counties ere this 
is before the reader. Strange, is it not, that all Southern 
California should fall in line thus with the foolish 
farmers of Pasadena, who were held up to ridicule re- 
cently by another morning daily? To the fair-minded 
fellow, it looks like public opinion had awakened upon 
bird protection, and that the feather friends of the farmer 
are at last to have a fair show.

Cherries for St. Louis. 

HE secretary of the Chamber of Commerce has just 

received a fine lot of cherries from the “Cherrycroft 
orchard,” Redlands. Commissioner Wiggins says the 
fruit is as fine as he can get in the State for exhibi- 
tion purposes, and he is preparing them in bottles for 
the St. Louis Fair. Few readers of The Times are 
aware of the macnitude of the cherry industry at Red- 
lands. The orchard owned by C. N. and Howard An- 
drews in the Yucaipe Valley consists of forty acres of 
bearing cherry trees, thirty acres planted to the Black 
Tartarians and the other ten to Royal Annes, and several! 
of the white varieties. The location is in the upper 
portion of the valley, ten miles northeast of Redlan‘s 
and at an elevation of 3500 feet above the sea. -In add!- 
tion to their cherry orchard, Andrews Bros. have fifteen 
acres of apples and five acres of Tragedy prunes. Snow 
falls there during the winter from two to fifteen inches 
deep, giving this section idea] qualities for apples and 
cherries. 

Andrews Bros. have at this writing ninety hands em- 
ployed in the cherry harvest, engaged in picking and 
packing their fine fruit. At the busy season they aver- 
age about 1000 ten-pound crates per day, the shipping 
lasting three weeks. This is on/y one of many young 
fruit industries that have grown to important propor- 
tions without the ken of our people. lackberry grow- 
ing in the upper Los Angeles River Valley; the dew- 
berry industry at Burnett, asparagus growing and the 
production of many small fruits and vegetables sufficient 
to supply home market and cannery. Those who have 
the opportunity should call at the Chamber of Commerce 
and see the cherries sent in from the Yucalpe Valley 
and get acquainted with the fruit that will soon crowd 
out much of the northern output of cherries that now 
finds its way to Southern California, 


Live Stock Inspection. 


S the cattle industry In its relation to Southern Calli- 
cen is assuming livelier and larger proportions 
an interesting bit of news upon this subject will be of 
value to a larger circle of readers. About a month ago 
there was a prospect of conflict between the State and 
the national authorities concerning the sanitary inspec- 
tion of interstate shipments of cattle. Contrary to the 
act of Congress passed last winter, Kansas, Colorado and 
possibly other States tried to levy fees for the reinspec- 
tion of stock shipped through those States en route to 
distant points. The authorities say this exacting of fees 
is Dlegal if the stock has a’certificate of inspection issued 
by Federa] authority. It is held also that stock having 
such certificate can be shipped into another State with- 
out reinspection. 

In carrying out the provisions of the new Federal law 
thesecretary of the National Live Stock Aasociation makes 
three suggestions, which under the interpretations of the 
chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, are practically 
mandatory: ‘First, see that your stock is free from 
contagious disease; second, demand the enforcement of 
car disinfection before the stock is loaded; third, secure 
a bill of health from an inspector of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry at the initial point of shipment. You 
then have the authority to go throngh or into any

What has made the misun- 
derstanding more aggravating is the fact that the na- 
tional bureau has not been able to furnish the Southwest 
with inspectors on account of the bureau's efficient 
men being so largely employed in suppressing the “foot 
and mouth disease” in the New England States. , 


Will Try a Rocky Road. 


HE dispatches Tuesday morning announced that the 

citrus-fruit growers of a most prominent section pro- 
pose to market their fruit independently of the California 
Fruit Agency. From all the light we have upon the 
subject now this means that the independents must mar- 
ket their oranges through commission merchants. Aside 
from the well-known vicissitudes of this method of sel!- 
ing fruit, there Is a great object lesson before the people 
who think they can operate alone. No shrewder fru't 
merchants ever entered the fleld than the Earl Fruit 
Company, Porter Bros., Fay, and a number of later firms. 
They were backed by abundance of capital, and consum- 
mate experience. But they were in competition with one 
another and the Southern California Fruit Exchange 
all together. Improper distribution and congestion of 
fruit, inordinate individual expense in preparing the fruit 
for market, and maintaining individual) agencies in each 
of the principal citrus markets and blind competition 
with other kinds of fruit were some of the rocks that 
handicapped these firms, and made ft necessary in 
self-defense for them to adopt a codperative basis to save 
themselves and their customers from continual losses. 
With all their experience and commercial enterprise to 
draw upon for naught, can the proposed independent or- 
ganizations hope to avoid. the same rocks by listening 
to the siren commission Men who sit securely with po 
capita! at stake and sing of high prices and fair treat- 
ment, while the independents dash their Interests upon 
the same old rocks that have ruined more fruit growers 
than floods, frosts and insect pests? . 

Suppose the independent growers attempt to sustain 
their own eastern agencies. Have not the Ear] Fruit 
Company, Fay and the others also gone over that ground 
with all their money and energy, only to abandon the 
field and go into coéperation with themselves and a‘! 
others to accomplish what each could not do alone? Can 
a handful of a few hundred acres hope to do better than 
these? Already we see the citrus territory dotted with 
idle packing-houses, built in excess of the economic 
needs of each locality. A few of these houses are now 
packing more fruit and doing it cheaper and better than 
all of them did in the heyday of home competitiqn for 
the business of the individual grower, and for which that 
individual] paid dearly for the privilege of seeing all of 
the houses running only a portion of the time. It may 
be good business policy for the new independents to con- 
tinue to multiply these packing-houses, but the ‘expert- 
ences of the past are directly to the contrary. Out- 
side the marketing proposition, which is the chief, there 
are economic features at this end of the line that make 
the proposed independent action precarious almost to the 
point of failure. 


Irrigation, Ancient and Modern. 


ARMING in California has done more to popularize 

irrigation an: through example to induce the Federal 
government to len! a hand in its extension to other 
territories than any other single influence. It Is one of 
the strange coincidences that in the carrying out of this 
great initiative measure by the nation the couniry 
should be one of the first chosen where an ancicnt nation 
once had practiced irrigation with a skil! ~ossibly as great 
as that of the most advanced communi ies in arid Cali- 
fornia. The Aztecs may have carried out their grdat 
irrigation schemes through crude governmental measures 
or through purely coéperative commonwealths, as the 
socialists today would have us believe it possible to do 
under the present state of society. The Aztecs derived 
their name from Aztlan, “the place of the heron,” and 
they must have been irrigators from away back to make 
their lands the habitat of this big wading bird. But 
there is little evidence that the Aztecs of 500 years ago 
had any connection with the construction of the stu- 
pendous prehistoric canals of the Southwest, which to- 
day are in use as portions of modern irrigation systems. 
Arizona is soon to be the scene of great activilies in 
national irrigation lines, as it was perhaps hundreds of 
years before the Aztec and Toltec began the conquest of 
arid Mexico, and carved their calendars in monuments 
of stone that will survive the coming centuries. Whether 
these ancient irrigation systems were built under pater- 
nal government aid, or purely codperative, we hope the 
present national movement with its abundance of moderna 
business sense, somewhat paternal if you wish, will have 
the backing of the practical farmers of the Southwest, 
as it cannot succeed unless the land fs taken and the 
water applied through the methods of the practical 
modern farmer. Some of the greatest nations of ancient 
times chose the arid regions for their activities, be- 
cause the arid lands were infinite’~ better anf healthier 
than the humid.

foreign wines. The new law can be made very strict, 
and the officials of the Treasury and Agricultural] De- 
partment are quoted as saying that they will enforce it 
to the letter. 

The Treasury Department's circular has been issued 
on the subject, and that of the Agricultural Departmert 
giving the details of the inspection of suspected food 
products will be issued as soon as Secretary Wilson ap- 
proves it. No wines or other food products suspected to 
be injurious to health can be imported, if, after inspec- 
tion, adulterants are found, but must be destroyed or re- 
turned to the country of origin at the expense of the im- 
porter. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to break 
open original packages in suspected cases and give sam- 
pies to the Agricultural Department for analysis.—[{Cali- 
fornia Fruit Grower. 


THE APIARY. 
Beekeepers’ Association. 
HE beekeepers of Southern California have now or- 
ganized themselves into the State Beekeepers’ Asso- 
ciation, which meets annually in Los Angeles, generally 


in mid-winter. The object of the association is for dis- 
cussion and information on subjects of general interest | 


_to beekeepers. At a meeting held a year ago last Janu- | 
ary, it was proposed to form an association to be allied 


with the Citrus Exchange of Southern California, thus

nut growers, who united for mutual benefit and who sell 
largely through the Citrus Exchangé. But it was found 
that this plan would not work to the satisfaction of the 
heekeeners, so at the meeting of the State association 
held In January of this year several of the largest apia- 
rists oFganized and incorporated the California National 
Honey Producers’ Association. with a capital stock of 
$25,000. Shares are 5 cents per colony of bees. and no 
one can subscribe for and get stock unless he is the 
owner of an apiary. This association is for the purpose 
of guaranteeing the purity of the honey, fixing the price 
at which it shall be sold, supplying beekeepers with ma- 
terial at the lowest cost price, and generally doing what 
is for the best interests of the stockholders. It is pro- 
posed to have a general manager and board of directors. 
who are empowered to do the business for all. If this 
project can-be made a success, it will be enlarged in 
scope to cover the whole country.

OLLOWING is a-letter addressed to the editor of the 
F Piano Trade, a Chicago publication, by Alfred Dolze, 
in Los Angeles, who recently opened a factory for the 
manufacture of piano sounding boards, and who cxpects 
soon, in conjunction with Mr. Huntington, to launch a 
model manufacturing city in the San Gabriel Val.ey: 

“I have your letter of April 27, in which you state that 
my starting the manufacture of fclts and sound boards 
for pianos here has raised the question in the piano trade 
how soon pianos will be manufactured on the Pacific 
Coast on a large scale, and you ask me to give my opin- 
jon and views. Considering that the Pacific Coast States 
buy about 12,000 pianos per year from the East, paying 
about $200,000 freight to the railroads for transportation, 
it seems that the establishment of one or more factorics 
in Los Angeles is inevitable, because the Los Angeles 
manufacturers will have the advantage of $17 or $t8 per 
piano which is now paid for freight. 


“Since the success of any enterprise is only possible 
in proportion as it can serve the public better, giving 
either more quantity or quality value for money than 
the buyers received before, the first question is, can 
pianos be built as cheaply here as in Chicago or New 
ge Various efforts to establish the piano industry 
on the Coast have been made during the past thirty 
years, chiefly at San Francisco, but since all the im- 
portant parts, such as actions, keyboards, plates, all the 
hardware, felt, etc., had to be imported from the East, 
the piano maker here could make a profit only if he sold 
his pianos at retail. When the ‘commercial’ piano ap- 
peared, the doom of the Pacific Coast piano maker was 
sealed. He could not compete with the piano manufac- 
turers of the Bast, even when receiving retail prices for 
his goods. 

“Pianos can be made as cheaply here as at Chicago, or 
elsewhere, providing modern methods and machinery are 
employed. To do so a plant must be provided with a 
capacity of not less than 3000 to 4000 pianos per annum, 
so that the component parts, like actions, keyboards, etc., 
can be made here. The advantage of an unlimited sup- 
ply of the very best kinds of wood for the case work, 
the possibilities of developing a splendid business in 
cutting veneer of the fancy woods which we are getting 
now from the Philippines, but above all, the wonderful 
climate here, our dry atmosphere, give a piano manufac- 


turer many advantages over his competitors of the 
East. Of course Los Angeles and vicinity is the ideal 
location. 


“Pianos made of wood seasoned here wiil withstand the 
effects of any climate successfully. But it has ever been 
easier to raise or manufacture a provuct than to sel] it, 
and to induce capital to invest in such a venture it is 
necessary to show a market for the product. Bearing 
in mind that competition is only possible if a tléast 3000 
to 4000 pianos are turned out per year, the question 
arises, ‘How can such a number of pianos be disposed 
of? With ordinary products, such as cotton, wool, and 
steel, that manufacturer controls the market beyond dis- 
pute who can give the greatest value for the money. In 
the piano industry this maxim applies only to the ‘com- 
mercial’ piano, and even with that class only to a cer- 
tain extent. 

“The nature of the plano business compels the dealer 
not only to carry a stock of goods different from those of 
his competitors, but again, every dealer must have pianos 
of various firms on his floor to meet the varied demands 
of the buyers. As everywhere, so have the dealers on the 
coast their affiliations with the strong firms of the Hast. 
They have spent thousands of dollars in advertising the 
pianos which they sell, and could not, if they would, take 
on a big line of a new firm. 

“This is the age of combination and association. We 
have learned that it is wiser to harmonize conflicting in- 
terests rather than antagonize, and the business man of 
today, when launching a new enterprise, studies first of 
all how to find the line of least resistance, seeking asso- 
ciation or combination with existing factors, to avoid 
friction and obtain results with least expenditure of 
brawn, time and money. 

“Immediate success would therefore seem possible only 
if one or more of the big Bastern firms who are doing a 
large business here would start a branch factory for 
which they can contro] the output. It is beyond ques- 
tion that in the course of time a large export business 
to Japan, China, the Philippines and Australia could be 
developed, which in all probability would be bigger and 
more profitable than the trade on the coast, but that 
takes time and money. The conclusion therefore is that 
pianos can be made as wel] here as anywhere (in point 
of finish we could lead, because our dry atmosphere

“*He had heard many a housewife claim that the 
strawberry’s acid juices were a cure for rheumatism, 
and he now decided that he would give this cure a trial.

He consumed straw- 
berries morning, noon and night. His breakfast was 
composed of strawberries exclusively, and at dinner and 
supper they formed the chief part of the repast. A 
plate of them, furthermore, lay aiways by his bedside, 
and every little while he would reach over and swallow 
two or three. From the beginning the strawberry 
treatment benefited Linnaeus; in due course it cured 
him completely. It is true that during his life there- 
after he would now and then suffer some slight rheu- 
matic twinges, but he found these always to yield read- 
iiy to the strawberry.’ 

“Salicylic acid is not present in strawberries in large 
doses. It would be impossible to eat enough strawber- 
ries to bring on salicylic acid poisoning. Bui this benefi- 
cent drug is in the fruit, working more powerfully, 
maybe, for its infinitesimal proportions, and any chem- 
ist may isolate it by means of a careful analysis. 

“The good qualities of salicylic acid are manifold. Peria, 
in 1838, discovered it, and since that time it has been 
prepared artificially on a very large scale. Either alone 
or in the form of its sodium ealt it is the physician's 
best remedy for acute rheumatism. It possesses very 
powerful antiseptic properties. Added in smal! quanti- 


ties it kills the bacteria altogether. A little salicylic 
acid will keep milk from souring. A weak solution of 
it will prevent decomposition in skins previous to their 
tanning. It will also keep butter fresh and sweet for 
months in the hottest weather. 

“Salicylic acid applied externally to warts removes 
them. Its crystals powdered and inhaled like snuff re- 
lieve hay fever. In headache, and also in several less’ 
common disorders, the remedy is used with good results 
by physicians. 

“In many old almanacs and récelpt books strawberry 
recipes for the cure of rheumatism and gout are to be 
found. These recipes urge the use of the fresh fruit, but 
at the same time admit that preserved strawberries are 
only a little less potent than the fresh in medicinal 
properties. The following recipes are from ‘The Guild 
Hall Year Book, published in 1783: 

““To cure the rheumatism—Take fresh strawberries, 
boil in water and store in air-tight jars. This is good in 
the winter. 

“‘In the season of strawberries eat raw, for rheuma- 
tism and gout, as many as you can, and it is best to eat 
most in the morning. 

“*A pleasent drink for the rheumatic is the compressed 
juice of the strawberry, diluted in two parts of water. 
Take a smal] wineglass every hour.’ ” 


Neuralgia and Malaria. 


CORRESPONDENT sends the following suggestions 

a3 to the cause of neuralgia, and a remedy for malaria: 

“I have suffered the pains of neuralgia and encountered 
and cured it in others.

It is, in my opinion, only 
an effect of malaria] poisoning, and can be cured only 
as is malaria. | have spent years in malaria! countries. 
from New Jersey to the Isthmus of Panama, including 
months in the Dismai Swamp, and the rice belt of Geor- 
gia. This is certainly a field large enough to give 
malaria and its concomitant neuralgia. For forty years 
I have kept in use only one remedy for either one of the 
troubles, viz.: Twenty grains of quinia to a half pint of 
liquor, using it in tablespoonful doses, once a day, to 
three times a day in acute cases. It is infallible, and I 
have never found anything else to do the work. This 


constitutes one-half grain doses, almost, as there are | 


thirty-five tablespoonfuls to the half-pint. These are but 
minute doses, but the medical properties being in solu- 
tion are immediately effective. This remedy is equally 
effective in cases of the grip, which in my opinion is but 
a maiarial cold. I have kept my employés in the tropics 
entirely free from malaria] troubles by this treatment.” 

When quinine is taken for malaria, like other drugs

and stimulants, it must be taken in constantly increas- . 


ing doses to produce the same effect, and the after effects 
Of quinine are injurious, causing deafness and head- 
aches, besides. As in the case of other drugs, this does 
not remove the cause, but merely temporarily removes 
the effects. The cause of malaria is bad blood, caused 
_by bad air, and the way to cure it is by careful atten- 
‘tion to diet and by sweating. For quinine substitute

How- 
ever, if there is a little will power left, I would advise 
the man to quit tobacco as formerly recommended in 
Medical Talk: 

“Use no tobacco. before 10 am. Continue this two 
weeks. Then use no tobacco before 1 p.m. Continue 
this two weeks. Then use no tobacco before 4 p.m. 
Continue this two weeks. Then, if tobacco is used mod- 
erately the rest of the day, I do not think any one wil! 
suffer from its use. 

“But if you wish to be wholly rid of it, cut it off. 
That is the only way to get rid of it. There is no anti- 
dote for tobacco. All of the so-called antidotes contain 
tobaceo, else they would not de antidotes at al). 

“Tobacco is not such a bad thing after all, if it is 
used in moderation. It is the excessive use of tobacco 
that makes it so harmful.” 

To this the editor of “Care of the Body” department 
would add: Begin with a fast of a couple of days. You 
will have litUe or no desire for tobacco during that 
period, and this will give your system a rest, and then 
adopt the no-breakfast plan, taking in the morning a 
giass of hot water and a spoonful! of lemon juice, or if 
you are not satisfied with that, a cup of weak tea or 
coffee. You will have little or no desire for tobacco dur- 
ing the forenoon, and so much time will be gained, 
while your genera] health will be improved. Again, see 
that your meals consist of mild non-stimulating food, 
avoiding all condiments. This will make it much easier 
for you to go without tobacco. For instance, after a 
bowl of milk and crackers, without sugar, there is little 
craving for tobacco, whereas, after a heavy meal of 


{stimulating food, the craving is overpowering on part 


of those who are reguiar smokers. Never eat a morsel 
between meals, but drink plenty of distilled water. Un- 
der no circumstances smoke until) an hour after eating. 
Sleep with your bedroom windows open. Take a good 
sweat once a week. Smoke the cheaper varieties of cigar, 
which contain much less nicotine, and do not smoke 
more than two-thirds of the cigar. Most of the nicotine 
accumulates near the mouth end. 

By following these directions you show!ld easily be able, 
within a few months, to cut yourself down say to one 
mild cigar after lunch, and a couple—or better still, one— 
in the evening, which would not particularly harm you. 
It is also an excellent plan about every three months 
to stop smoking entirely for a week or ten days, so as 
to give the system ae chance to rest,

view. Thus, one of them ts devoted to the exploiting of 
a certain variety of syringe for giving enemas, another 
advocates a preparation made of raw blood, others are 
intended to back up some scheme of physical culture, and 
so forth. However, they contain much excellent matter 
an hygienic subjects, and undoubtedly accomplish much 
A prominent monthly hygienic magazine which is 
owned by the proprietors of one of the most widely 
advertised patent medicines never makes any reference 
to that article, but is among the best of the hygienic 
publications of the country. The widespread and con- 
stantly Increasing popularity of the “Care of thé Body” 
department of The Times is undoubtedly largaly due to 
the fact that it is absolutely free from any connection 
with any perticular achool of medicine, system of cure, 
proprietary food, remedy or appliance. 
A new applicant for public favor is the “California 
Journal of Health,” which is said to have been removed 
from New York to Los Angeles. It is a publication of 


thirty-two pages, and that it is neatly printed goes with- | 
out saying, as the mechanical work was done at the. 


Times-Mirror Company job office. The editor says:

These are commendable remarks. On turning to the 
reading matter, however, one finds it difficult to recon- 
clle these statements with the contents of the publication.

The first of these is a “write- 
up” of a certain cereal food, of which a display adver- 
tisement appears on the cover page. The article winds 
up as follows: 

“Having demonstrated its superiority from these vari- 
ous standpoints, and passed the most searching ordeals 
of the laboratory, we consider we are conferring a benefit 
upon our readers by calling attention to the excellence 
of this cereal food preparation. And we consider that 
its high food value and intrinsic merits justly entitle 
‘———e" (9 the unqualified editorial indorsement of the 
Journal of Health.” 

The second article is a “write-up” of a certain sanitary 
laundry recently opened in Los Angeles. The article 
closes as follows: 

“It is, indeed, a great pleasure for us to be able to 
bestow upon the Sanitary Laundry the unquali- 
fied commendation and unreserved editorial indorsement 
of the Journal of Health.” 

The third article is a “write-up” of a certain codper- 
ative insurance company, of which a display advertise- 
ment appears on the first cover page. The article con- 
cludes as follows: 

“Any benefit this order may receive from this report is 
wholly incidental, and in no manner concerns us, as the 
above facts are given for the protection and guidance of 
those who rightfully look to the editorial department of 
the Journal of Health for honest and unbiased informa- 
tion and well-being, and other topics of kindred interests 
naturally associated with the same.” 

The fourth article is a “write-up” of a certain electrical 
device for the curing of disease. The article concludes 
as follows: 

“Having by most painstaking efforts fully proved its 
effectiveness, we do not hesitate to editorially commend 
it to every reador of the Journal of Health. It is unique 
in conception, admirable in construction, and beyond ad- 
verse criticism in practical use. The ‘ ’ is emi- 
nently deserving of recognition from the medical pro- 
fession, and is equally worthy of commendation from 
every health publication in the land.” 

Now, all these articles are undoubtedly paid for, while 
they do not purport to be advertising. As stated, it is 
dificult to reconcile such articles with the announced 
policy of the publication. 


This, however, is not all—or the worst. On the rst 
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cover page is printed a coupon with blanks for name and 
address, beneath which is the following statement: 

“This coupon entitles you to free report concerning the 
purity of any food product, afree report as to the trust- 
worthiness of any proprietary medicine, a medica) insti- 
tute or curative treatment, free medical advice for any 
disease or complaint, and if necessary a personal consul- 
tation with one or more of the best physicians in Los 
Angeles.” 

The idea of offering to tell people what foods, proprie- 
tary medicine, medica] institutes or curative treatments 
are “pure” or “trustworthy” is manifestly a powertul 
club to hold over the heads of those who may not see 
the advantages to be gained by advertising in the col- 
umns of a publication. That in an intelligent com- 
munity like Los Angeles, any person should venture to 
offer free medical advice for any disease or complaint, 
and if necessary a persona) consultation with one or 
more of the best physicians in Los Angeles, all in ex- 
change for a coupon cut from a 15-cent journal is cer- 
tainly legitimate cause for astonishment. Surely the 
editor of the “Journal of Health” must have under- 
estimated the intelligence of the people of Los Angeles, 
or is he, perhaps, encouraged by the large number of 
pretenders who successfully fish for suckers in this 
city? 
“one or more of the best physicians in Los Angeles” 
whose services are thus offered practically gratis. 

Otherwise the publication contains a number of ex- 
tracts of articles on hygienic matters, some of which 
are valuable and interesting, while others are otherwise. 
Among the latter is the statement that two pounds of 
potatoes contain as much pnutriment as 13 pounds of 
\urnips. Now, potatoes contain 20 per cent. refuse, and 
62% per cent. water, leaving 174% per cent. as food. Tur- 
nips contain 30 per cent. refuse and 63 per ceat. water, 
leaving 7 per cent for food. In other words, in 100 
pounds of potatoes there are 17% pounds of available 
food, and in 100 pounds of turnips, 7 pounda, therefore 
2 pounds of potatoes are equivalent not to 13, but to 5 
pounds of turnips. Prof. Atwood of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, gives the value per pound, in 
calorics, of potatoes at 295, and of turnips at 120, which 
almost exactly agrees with the above estimate. It is 
strange to find a grossly misleading statement in a hy- 
gienic publication which claims to be “the recognized 
American authority on all matters pertaining to hygiene 


and sanitation.”

A Unique Publication. 


“STUFFED CLUB FOR EVERYBODY” is a unique 

littie monthly publication issued by Dr. J. H. Tilden 
at Denver. It is something on the line.of Hubbard's 
“Philistine,” but is mainly devoted to the discussion of 
hygienic subjects, which are treated in terse and vigorous 
fashion. Following is an extract from “Hints on Food” 
in the June number: 

“Cooked food is devitalized. The heat changes what is 
known as vital force into other forces. Then when food 
is placed in combination with condiments, and in ridicu- 
lous combinations with each other, we have the climax of 
our haphazard so-called scientific cooking, with its 
load of sickness and premature death. 

“Good foods are combined in such a way as to force 
them to be indigestible, whereas if left in their natural 
state they are wholesome and agreeable. 

“For example, take the leaf vegetables. When they 
are cooked in fat they are rendered not only indigestible, 
but poisonous; when they are cooked in water and salt. 
drained, and then mixed with flour, starch, egg and al!

Doctors and Drugs. 


WO pamphlets have been received, containing articles 
reprinted from the Western Medica] Review of Lin- 
coln, Neb. They are written by Dr. George Haslam of 
Fremont, Neb. One of them deals with “Intestinal Pa- 
ralysis,” and the other with typhoid fever. In the first- 
named pamphiet Dr. Haslam tells how he vainly strug- 
gied to find out what the regular schoo) of medicine 
really teaches in regard to intestinal paralysis. He says: 
“A reference to the literature obtainable proved very 
unprofitable, nothing more definite relating to the cause 
of paralysis of the bowel than to the etiology of acute 
dilation of the stomach being discovered. Many we!ll- 
known text-books assume that the paralysis must be due 
to peritonitis, when not the result of mechanical] ob- 
struction. Others refer the condition to such unlike 
causes as nerve paralysis, thrombosis of mesenteric ves- 
se.s, enteritis, vital depression, sepsis, fermentation of 
contents, etc. The treatment approved varies, from 
opium, paracentesis of the bowel, emetics, ice exter- 
nally and by the rectum, electricity, to enterostomy and 
drainage (Nelaton,) high enemata, etc. Many articles 
leave it doubtful whether the writer refers only to para- 
lytic distension of the bowel or to some other form of 
ileus. Of the nature of the black vomit nothing definite 
could be learned, although its occurrence is frequently 
mentioned and the gravity of the sign fully recognized.” 
Not a word here, it will be observed, in regard to giv- 
ing nature a chance. 

The article on typhoid fever is laudatory of a new 
drug—arsenite of copper—a mixture of two poisons, 
arsenic and copper, which he highly recommends in 
cases of typhoid fever, a tablet to be given every hour. 

It is a well-known fact to students of hygiene that 
many desperate cases of typhoid fever have recovered 
where the patients have been relieved from the unnec- 
essary torture of having foods and drugs forced into an 
unwilling stomach that was totally unprepared to re- 
ceive them, and frequently showed it by forcible ejection 
of the same. 

How long will it be before the doctors will consent to 
sit at the feet of Mother Nature and take a few lessons 
from her great book, rather than to stumble blindly 
through a lotof conflicting and confusing medical the- 
ories, cach of which more or less contradicts the others.

The Santa Monica electric line carried 
about 24,000, a five-minute service be- 
ing maintained all day, and nearly all 
cars carrying trailers. The Pacific 
Electric line to Long Beach maintained 
a four-minute service, and carried 
about 20,000 people to the beach re- 
sort. The regular twenty-minute ser- 
vice Was maintained on the Redondo 
line, and over 5000 people were handied 
by the electric cars. The balance of 
the holiday crowd used the steam lines, 
which made up long trains to bring the 
people back to the city. 

About 1000 people ascended Mt. 
Lowe, over 5309 going from this city 
over the Pacific Elegtric short line. 

This exodus did na prevent a big

Self-reepect, industry, frugality, so-
